PARLIAMENTARY SECRETARY 
SAYS REAL FREE TRADE

LONDON, Aug. %.-—C. A. Mac- 
Curdy, parliamentary secretary to 
the Ministry of Food and chairman 
of the Committee on Trusts, in the 
course of an article published in the 
Chronicle discussing . control of 
prices by trusts and trade combines, 
says: 

“A few months ago many people 
believed as soon as we got rid of 
war-time restrictions and controls, 
restored freedom to individual en- 
terprise and gave free play to the 


economic factor of competition in- 


creased supplies and lower prices 
would necessarily result. Six 
months experience of decontrol 
proved those expectations to be un- 
founded; at any rate, as far as food- 
stuffs are concerned. The mistake 
we made was in supposing that in 
the world of 1919 the economic fac- 
tor of competition and operation or 
what the old economists called the 
law of supply and demand are any 
longer determining factors in regu- 
lating world prices of commodities. 

“We are, in fact, passing through 
a period of economic transformation 
in which free competition has to a 
very large extent ceased to exist and 
in which prices are determined not 
by competition but by the control 
of great trade combinations and or- 
ganizations which in one form or 
another, at some stage of produc- 
tion, transport or distribution, now 
load in varying degrees the price 
of practically everything we ‘on- 
sume. 

“Few people realise the extent 
to which economic conditions have 


Adam Smith or Richard Cobden, 
has long ceased to exist. There still 
are those who repeat ‘no tax on 
food’ in reference, perhaps, to some 
small proposal with regard to du- 
tles on tea, but seem unconscious of 
the fact that today the internation- 
al meat poo! is able to tax the im- 
portant part of our food supply at 
its pleasvire.

Senator Smith of Arizona, like 
Senator Fall, knows of the Mexican 
problem first hand and has positive 
and far sighted ideals as to what 
should be done with Mexico. 

POWERS ARE BROAD.

While only pra/ 
liminary work will be undertaken 
until the peace treaty is disposed of,

“Resolved: That | the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, or any subcom- 
mittee thereof, is authorized and di- 
rected to investigate the matter of 
damages and outrages suffered by 
citizens of the United Stater in the 
republic of Mexico, including the 
number of citizens of the United 
States who have been killed or suf- 
fered persona! outrages in Mexico, 
and the amount of proper tndemni- 
ties for such murders aud outrazes; 
the quantity of damages suffered on 
account of the destruction, confisca- 
tion and larceny of personal proper- 
ty and the confiscation and depriva- 
tion of the use of lands and the de- 
rtruction of improvements thereon: 
the number of citizens of the United 
States resi@ifie in Mexico at the 
time Porfirio Diaz retired from the 
Presidency of Mexico and the num- 
ber of citizens of the United States 
at present residing in Mexico, and 
the nature and amount of their 
present holdings and properties in 
said country, and, in general, any 
and all acts of the government of 
Mexico and its citizens in deroga- 
tion of the rights of the United 
States. or of its citizens; and for 
this purpose to sit at any time or 
place during the sessions of Congress 
or during recess and with authority 
to.subpodena euch witnesees and doc- 

ents as may be ne-:essary, ahd 
© make a report of its findings 
in the premises of the Senite; and 
the said committee shall further in- 
vestigate and report to the Senate 
what, if any, measures should be 
taken to prevent a recurrence of 
such outrages.” 
CAN FORM A POLICY. 


The provision authorizing the 
committee alego to recommend what 
measures should be taken to pre- 
vent further outrages was added just 
before adoption at the suggestion of 
Senator Ashurst of Arizona. Under 
this clause it is expected a definite 
Mexican policy will be formulated 
and submitted as a recommendation 
to the sdministration. 

In the opinion of some foreign 
relations members, the task before 
the committee will be a matter of 
months. Senator Fall made it clear 
that his subcommittee would take 
full advantage of the broad author- 
ization conferred and would not be 
sparing of time or resources in its 
attempt to uncover the whole story 
of Mexican infringement on Ameri- 
can rights during recent years. 

At one time it was planned to 
have all this work carried on by a 
joint committee of the Senate and 
the House but the House leaders 
wovld not agree to this, desiring to , 
earry on an independent inquiry. 
That this investigation has lacked 
direction and force, is the criticism 
of many who know the Mexican sit- 
vation and the Senate subcommit- 
tee expects to go afield where the 
facts are hot and the proof indelible.

. to Blame for H.C.L. 


Ranchers Making Less than 
Before the War. 


Middlemen Accused of Trying 
to “Pass the Buck.”

Bureau. 


During recent months, and partic- 
ularly in the last day or two state- 
ments have frequently ~opeared in 
the press to the effec: that one of 
the main reasons responsible for the 
ever-increasing “high cost of living” 
lies in the fact *hat the producer is 
today receiving “too h‘gh a price” 
for his produets, or, ir uther words, 
that the farmer is getting rich while 
the consumer constantly more 
and more pinched. As president of 
the Los Angeles County Farm Bu- 
reau, an organization of more than 
1500 farmers and producers of this 
county, I want t> say ‘hat ail such 
statements are claims unsupported 
by facts. It is significant that in 
practically every case they originat- 
ed with the jobber or dealer. 

The facts are that, with but-few 
exceptions. which are following 
freely the law of supply and demand, 
due to unhindered trade conditions. 
the farmer is today cctually making 
less on his investment than he did 
before the war, mainly dDecause costs 
of production in farming have prar- 
tically doubled within the last five 
years. Today we ire paying at least 
two-thirds more for labor than we 
did in pre-war times an4 it is easily 
one-third leas efficfent. The govorn- 
ment offered industrial concerns dur- 
ing the war to guarante@ a certain 
per cen & of profit. no matter what 
the production costs were. Was the 


farmer given any —_ guarantee’ 
Decidedly no.

All during the 
war the French farmer received bet- 
ter than $4 per bushel for his crop. 
Without our government-fixed price, 
wheat in this country would have 
been much higher. As it was, many 
of our patriotic farmers actually 
grew wheat at a loss. Of course, 
they were glad to do it as a contri- 
bution toward winning the war, but 
they resent all undeservéd slams now 
that the war is over. 


Not only is the farmer a member 


of a. highly-specializei profession 
requiring an intimate knowledge of 
many scientific facts, but we must 
remember that he its A ousiness man 
in a business which involves tek- 
ing more weather and cther risks 
than almost any other business. 

Who has been losing money on 
beans? Not the jobber certainly. 
But the farmer has. ‘With prodac- 
tion costs six cents and over, beans 
must be wholesaled at seven cents 
or better in order for the farmer 
to break even. Raised as a response 
to the wishes of the fovernment, 
farmers lost millions of dollars on 
beans last year. 

The deciduous fruit farmers 
are now making sood money. But 
who is to blame? Not the farmer. 
The fact is that European buying 
has cleaned out.°our surplus stocks 
and left the market bare. And think 
of the years when frult “as a drug 
on the market, when it did not even 
pay to harvest it. 

The criticism is voiced that the 
farmers use too many automobiles, 
thus helping in bvosting the cost of 
living. And who has more use fcr 
an auto than the farmer? The use 
of the auto on the rarm has resulted 
in cutting the cost of production by 
increasing efficisncy. The fact. is 
that all this talk about the farmer 
getting too much for his product is 
pure bunk.

A full moon revealed the ships 
alongside the wharves and even the 
line of great vessels riding at their 
anchors beyond the breakwater. 
While the crafts were not fully out- 
lined in electric lights, as were 
of the big Atlantic fleet 
“Fighting Hob” Evana brought here 
in 1908, none of them lacked for 
ititumination. Rows. of gl@aming 
portholds, lights at the gangways, 
riding lights and illumined decke 
made gay eriough epéctacle of the 
entire armada. e decks of the 
New Mexico were brilliant from 
stm to stern. The greater ships, 
outside, were so far away that to 
the eager throngs ashore they 
looked like toy boats tugging at play 
anchors. 

The twenty-four destroyers and 
their mother ship, the scout criuser 
Birmingham, were al@o well lighted 
as they lay alongside the wharves, 
on both sides of the inner harbor. 
The Birmingham, which is the flag-

‘MAKES TRIP TO 
HELL AND BACK. 


Evangelist Cycles There on 
Way to Land of Snow, 


Redondo Salvation Army Man 
Tells of Unique Trip. 


Also Visits Russia, Which is 
Akin to Inferno. 


To Hell and back is the unique 
journey made by Ernest Frederick 
Giles who is conducting the Salva- 
tion Army recreation camp at Re- 
dondo Beach. Mr. Giles, who is 
known as the Australian evangelist, 


itook in Hell while he waa on an 


evangelization tour. He made some 


converts. 

Mr. Giles has a surprising ac- 
quaintance with all kinds of places. 
While conversing with a number of 
travelers he spoke with mueh evi- 
dence of first-hand knowledge and 
seemed to know something about 
every country mentioned. 

“Have you visited every place on 
the earth?” one hearer inquired 
sarcastically. 

“Not all,” was the quiet reply. 

“I know one place you haven't 
visited.” said the sarcastic one. 
“You still have to go to hell.” 

HE PROVES VISIT. 

“That's where you are wrong. I've 
been to Hell and back,” replied Mr. 
Giles. To prove it he produced a 
copy of thé Trondhjem Dagsblatt, a 
Norwegian publication. He then 
read an extract from this paper as 
follows: “Eftermiddag vil han cykle 
nid til Hell, og imorgen tidlig reiser 
han nordorer.” Transiated, this 
reads: “This afternoon he (Mr. 
Giles) wil] cycle into Hell, and in 
the morning he will continue his 
northern journey.” 

With a bicycle, which he carried 
as often as the bicycle carried him, 
Mr. Giles visited forty-seven coun- 
tries. Hell, which le a town in Cen- 
tral Norway, he visited while on his 
way to frozen Lapland. He is prob- 
ably the only person that has made 
his way through the wastes of Lap- 
land on a bicycle. Many of the na- 
tives of that country regarded his 
wheel as some kind of an Infernai 
machine brought to destroy them. 
All of the baggage which Mr. 
Giles carried with him on hie trip 
weighed but sixty pounds. He 
earned his livelihood ag he prog- 
ressed. He was outfitted with an 
umbrella, a Swiss “ruchsack,”’ a tent 
and extra wearing apparel, which he 
carried on his bicycle. His tent 
weighed but eight ounces. He earned 
his livelihood by corresponding for 
newspapers and magazines and by 
delivering lectures through inter- 
pretersa. 


GOES TO RUSSIA. 


He obtained a passport to g£o 
through Russia from the British 
Consul in Sweden. In securing this 
passport he got his first introduc- 
tion to the system of graft and cor- 
ruption which prevailed in Russia 
under the Czar. The British Con- 
sul informed him that to go through 
Russia as a minister would be im- 
possible, since ministers from Eng- 
land, America and other countries 
would be regarded as educators, and 
would not be permitted to travel 
unhampered. A journalist would be 
regarded in the same way. For such 
men Russia held out a sign, “Do 
Not Enter Here.” To visit Russia 
merely as a tourist wonld brand 
him a millionaire, and he would 
be charged for everything accord- 
ingly, he was told. The Consul filled 
out the passport giving his occupa- 
tion as clerk. 

The system of oppression and ex- 
ploitation which prevailed in Rus- 
sia in pre-war days is almost un- 
believable, according to Mr. Giles, 
and is responsible for the extreme 
radicalism, Bolshevism and near-an- 
archy which prevails in that coun- 
try today. Ignorance was the foun- 
dation upon which the syatem of op- 
pression existed, and hence students 
were looked upon almost as traitors, 
he said. They were branded and 
persecuted as political offenders at 
the least provocation. The people

From one extreme 
Russia has gone to the other, but 
he believes the present government ‘ 
wil! not survive because if is based 
wholly on materialism anc has no 
epiritual or moral backing. This 
fact. he said, will cause it to fall of 
ite own account, because a condition 
in human society unsupported by 
spiritual and moral obligations and 
conceptions cannot exist. “In due 
time the people of Russia will 
emerge free and take their place 
with the other free, democratic peo- 
ples of the world,” said the evan- 
gelist.

Partisanship has the effect of causing 
men to look upon questions of national and 
international polity through a’ defective 
glass. They gaze not at the object itself, 
but at its reflection in a concave mirror of 
their personal prejudices; and the inevita- 
ble result is a badly-warped conclusion. 
Such is the econstruct'on which The Times 
is constrained to place upon a brochure 
signed by nineteen citizens of Los Angeles, 
many of them of high standing, giving 
twenty-four reasons why the United States 
should not enter the League of Nations. 

We do not question the sincerity of their 
motiver. The right of free speech and in- 
dependent expression of opinions honestly 
arrived at must uot be abridged tn the con- 
sideration of the peace treaty in all its 
phases. But we shall be content to point 
out that their conclusions could not be oth- 
erwise than erroneous by reason of faulty 
and inaccurate premises. A mathematical 
deduction based upon the conception that 
three and two are seven is not likely to be 
of much value. 

The first reason of the twenty-four ad- 
vanced in the brochure for opposing the 
League is an appeal to Jingoiem and preju- 
dice. It says: “Because the covenant of 
the League of Nations, as proposed, Was 
in substance written by Gen. Smuts, an 
Englishman, for Pngland, and not by an 
American for America.” An argument be- 
ginning with a misstatement betraying such 
an ignorance of contemporary world his- 
tory is not calculated to inspire confidence. 

Without entering into a controversy con- 
cerning the parentage of the first rough 
draft of the league covenant we must call 
attention to the fact that the JAN CHMIS- 
TIAAN SMUTS referred to IS NO MORE AN 
ENGLISHMAN THAN DE VALERA OR 
VON HINDENBURG. He is oa native of 
South Africa, born of Dutch parents 
He received iis commission as general 
while campaigning against the British 
forces in the Boer war. His daring raid 
into Cape Colony was one of the brilliant 
feats of that conflict. He is one of the 
three Roer genarals who never surrendered. 
He is a recognized LEADER OF THE 
TRANSVAAL DUTCH and_ represented 
them both on the Imperial War Cabinet 
and at the Peace Conference. HIS BITTER 
OPPOSITION TO ENGLISH YOLICIES is 
historic. No one acquainted with world his- 
tory could make the mistake of calling Gen. 
Smuts an Englishman. 

Moreover, Gen. Smuts was one of the last 
of the Allied representatives *o consent to 
the terms of the peace pact, including the 
League of Nations. He protested because 
the limitation of armaments inposed on Ger- 
many and Austria was not made to apply 
to the Allied nations as well, protested be- 
cause the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions did not give charter membership to 
Germany and Austria, and issued a state- 
ment at Versailles on June 28 explaining 
his signature, in which he said: “T signed 
the peace treaty, not because ' consider it 
a satisfactory document, but because it is 
imperatively necessary to close the war— 
and on that ground do I agree to it.” 

The inaccuracies of that first paragraph 
give a fair measure of the graap of the sub- 
ject in hand by the author of the twenty- 
four objections. The most charitable con- 
struction that can be placed on the part 
taken by Frank P. Flint, Joseph H. Call and 
some of the others is that they signed the 
fallacious document because they are op- 
posed to some of the provisions of the cove- 
nant, without carefully perusing its con- 
tents. 

As one reads the other arguments it be- 
comes apparent that the author has failed 
to grasp the purport of the discussion of 
the league covenant that has taken place in 
the Senate and in the public press. He 
pretends to discover that certain sections 
of the covenant violate the Constitution of 
the United States and gets heated about it. 
He has not discovered that the Senate can 
ratify the treaty with reservations explain- 
ing our interpretation of the doubtful sec 
tions. and he demands that the whole lea-na 


, be rejected. We must insist on at- 


tributing the authorship of the 
pamphiet to a single individual; it 
does not seem possible that there 
could have been collaboration with- 
out some of the inaccuracies in 
statement of fact being detected. 

Much ado is made over the fact 
that the United States will have but 
one vote ‘n the international assem- 
bly while Great Britain and her col- 
onies will ye six votes. The au- 
thor misses (Me point that the REAL 
POWER under the covenant ts vest- 
ed in the SUPREM# COUNCIL, 
which has but nine votes, one of 
which is assigned to the United 
States. ° Moreover, it is provided 
that the ACTION OF THE COUN- 
CIL MUST BE UNANIMOUS. The 
assembly is iittle more than a pub- 
lic forum whose functions are Iim- 
ited to discussion and recommenda- 
tion. 

Objection is raised that the Unit- 
ed States could not exercise a reg- 
ulatory influence over Mexico and 
South American countries if it were 
to subscribe te the policy vf the 
league; that any of them could ap- 
peal to the league for protection, 
and that our Monroe Doctrine would 
thus be nullified. The signers of 
the brochure profess to believe that 
the section of the covenant express- 
ly reserving the Monroe Doctrine 
from the subjects coming within 
the jurisdiction of the league Will 
not be operative. Certainly a stipu- 
lation placed in the resolution of 
ratification explaining America’s 
terpretation of that section would 
be preferable to the rejection of the 
covenant as a whole. 

And what condition would this 
country be in to exercise its regu- 
latory functions, pray, if the Cen- 
tral and South American countries 
were members of the league and we 
alone were on the outside? Would 
the weight of their protests be weak- 
ened by that? 

But the whole brochure can be 
answered by the single argument 
that the league is necessary to en- 
force the terms of the peace treaty. 
There must be some tribunal to 
judge itn the future whether the 
terms of the treaty are complied 
with. Cut out the league and you 
cut oyt at once the enabling act and 
the penalty for violating the treaty. 
It is a choice between a League of 
Nations and chaos.

An, accurate index of the great 
growth in Les Angeles overses 
trade, as well as a good refiection 
of the sound industrial condition of 
the city, is afforded by the monthly 
report of United States Collector of 
Customs Biliott. His statement 
for June, just , has some im- 
pressive figures. It t* shown, for 
instance, that the grand total value 
of all commerce passing through 
this port for the month was $11,- 
969,190 and the total tonnage 253,- 


615. The vessels arriving totaled 
234 and those leaving 227, the net 
tonnage being 205,339 and 209,424, 
respectively. 

The inbound foreign commerce 
amounted to only seventy-five tons 
valued at $22,925, while the out- 
bound foreign commerce totaled 
29.319 tons. worth $1,081,280. The 
total inbound domestic commerce 
was 124,707 tons valued at $6,102 - 
668, and the outbound, 129,514 tons 
valued at $4,762,417.

mot altogether their fault, be- 
c@tise there are a great many pro- 
ducers of pictures who don't under- 
stand these things eilthér and afe 
not interested in understané- 
ing them, because they never 
heard the word art before they 
worked up through the ranks to 
the position of director, and whose 
notion of even fyndamental art 
values is still very vague and inde- 
terminate. 

Money-making and art have 
never really cone arm in arm. The 
idea that time is the only im- 
portant thing, has paralyzed more 
picturés and even a greater amount 
of music for pictures than any one 
thing. The change to the open- 
marked policy, if the producers live 
up to ite ideals, will do wonders to 
give opportunity for ‘higher ex- 
pression. It is no credit to a di- 
rector to say that he can make 4 
picture in seventeen days, but it is 
his everlasting triumph if he does 
make a great picture no matter if 
it took him a hundred years. It 
does not add one iota to a musician's 
credit to. say that he can select a 
score for a motion picture in six 
days; it would be much better if he, 
waited those six days and more te" 
(or if 
theyproducer sought out the musici- 
an who was inspired by the sul- 
ject) and then took weeks and 
months for musical arrange- 
ment. The result is the only thing 
by which the public is going to 
judge any art achievement, not the 
speed with which accomplis 

The era of change is re at 
hand tn the producing end of the 
business. Where directors 
hearsed a scene once or twice be- 
fore shooting, they now spend hours 
at the foremost studios, going over 
and over the same action to attain 
perfection. Recégnition of the 
necessity for taking infinite pains 
will bring the picture forward <o 
the place where it really belongs. 
The waste in time is nothing to the 
labor lost on a poor picture. which 
today can survive only through 
brosa@cast marketing. and, which, a 
few years hence, will not be able 
to survive at all no matter how 
clever the methods of advertising 
or Aistribution. 

The great change in pictures is 
bound to bring about an adjustment 
of all things connected with the 
film theater, and none is of more 
recondary import than the music. 
Greater music wil) follow the lead 
of greater pictures, and the future 
at present glows with promise as it 
never has before for me art of the 
photoplay.

A MAN OF COURAGE. 
INFLUENCE ON OPERA. 


within the past ten days, recalis the 
Gays of the Manhattan Operahouse 
and ite famous competitory war with 
the Metropolitan, which absorbed 
the attention of New York for sev- 
eral seasons. It is no smal) tribute 
to this man’s genius that he did 
more for the progress of opera in 
this country than any single indi- 
vidual not connected with Gotham's 
famous home of the lyric drama, 
and, incidentally, he had no small 
share in the improving of the stand- 
ard of the Metropolitan through his 
daring competing effort. 

In a sketch of the career of Ham- 
merstein sent oft by the Associated 
Press, features of the Manhattan 
Opera aré mentioned as follows: 

he premiere was Bellini’s ‘I Puri- 
tani,’ in which the chief singers were 
Alexander Bonci, Mme. Pinkert, so- 
prano, and Maric Ancona, baritone, 
who had been a Metropolitan prin- 
cipal in former years. ‘Carmen,’ 
later, scored a distinctive artistic 
triumph, and before the end of the 


times, with Bressier-Gianoli in the 
title role. Then followed ‘Aida’ and 
ether grand operas, new and old to 


American audiences. 
“The Manhattan produced a won- 
derful repertoire, including such 


operas as ‘Rigoletto,’ “Traviata,” ‘La- 
cia,’ ‘Boheme,’ ‘Cavalleria Rusal- 
cana,’ “Navarraise,’ by Massenet, in 
all of which Emma Calve sang; ‘Don 
Giovanni, ‘I Pagliacci, ‘Tha 
‘Louise,’ ‘Pelleas and Melisande,’ ‘S!- 
beria,” ‘The Tales of Hoffmann,’ ‘An- 
drea Chenier’ and ‘Crispino ia 
Comare.’ Some of these had never 
before been heard in America. Other 
productions were Massenet’s ‘The 
Juggier eof Notre *Dame,’ Verdi's 
‘Otello,” and ‘Dinorah’ and Biech's 
‘Princess d’ Auberge,” the last-named 
of which failed of success. Still 
others were Strauses's ‘Elektra. 
Virigeldis, ‘Sapho' and ‘Herodiade.’ 
The complete catalogue of Mr. Ham- 
merstein’s operatic offerings would 
make a good-sized book. 

“Among the singers he engaged 
who were stars of the first vocal 
magnitude at the time or became sv 
later, partly as a result of Mr. Ham- 
merstein’s leadership, were Edouard 

Reseske, Mary Garden, Luisa 
Tetrazzini, Eleonora de Cisneros, 


Maurice Renaud, Mario Sammarco, 
Nellie Meiba, Lina Cavalieri, Jeanne 
Gerville-Reache, Charies Dalmores. 
John McCormack and Zenatello.” 

Then the Metropolitan bought out 
Hammerstein, with the stipulation, 
later the eubject of litigation, that 
he be enjoined from producing opera 
in New York until Aprii 26, 1920. 

And at the time of his death Ham- 
gnerstein was getting ready to come 
back. There is no telling what im- 
petus he would have lent to opera. 
for wherever he went and whatever 
he did, Hammerstein always made 
things move. 

He was a true music lover. “Music 
was my favorite study at home,” he 
eays in the Associated Press inter- 
view. “I played the flute, the piano 
and the violin before I was 16. 

“] always had a great love for 
the theater. Early in life I became 
associated with Adolph Neuvendorf. 
manager of the Bowery Theater. It 
was known Sse the Stadt. I wrote 
three playe about 18706, all of which 
were produced there. They were 
ealled “Solo Sixty,” ‘Our Poor Rela- 
tions’ and ‘Antonio Lobster.’ They 
achieved but little popularity.”

Ostensibly there is no tempera- 
mental affinity between the acts of 
fishing and leading an orchestra, 
and yet the one may be supplement- 
ed and enhanced by the alternating 


influence of the other. Arthur Alex- 
ander, who is known to the music- 
loving population of this country and 
Europe as one to whom all things 
are possible. is boasting just now, 
not altogether of his position as con- 
ductor of the newly-organized sym- 
phony orchestra of Rochester, N. Y., 
but mostly of the catches he made 
last week at Catalina, where he va- 
cationed. 

“I caught tuna,” he 
said proudly, “one, a blue-ribbon 
fish weighing over 100 pounds, and 
several red-ribbon fish. Also, day 
before vesterday I caught a Marlin 
swordfish weighing 169% pounds.” 
I suggested that we mizht as well 
call it a 170-pound fish, but the 
conductor assured me that he was 
speaking lawfully under the rules of 
the Tuna Club, and that we must 
be exact. 

Alexander is all enthusiasm for the 
work ahead, which is part of a great 
scheme, perhaps one of the greatest 
schemes in the world, to make of a 
city a musical center. The citizen 
of Rochester who aims to be the 
god-father of the move is none other 
than George Eastman, of kodak 
fame, and the choice for the guid- 
ing hand has been settled upon the 
young but capable person of Arthur 
Alexander. The first phase of the 
plan is the construction of a building 
which will seat $500 persons, and 
which will house a motion picture 
on the days when it is not in use 
for the orchestra. Alexander will! 
make a choice of his eightv-six men 
from New York, and thereabouts, 
and he will give classical and popu- 
lar works, amplified by soloists chos- 
en from the best of the traveling 
virtuosi. Also there is ay Eastman 
quintette, with Alexander at the pi- 
ano, and Arthur Hartmann, first vio- 
lin, besides a quartette, which plays 
once a week. 

THE NUCLEUS. 

Alexander ts head of the vocal 
department of the Rochester Insti- 
tute of Musical Art, which its to be 
merged into an enormous inetitution, 
combining with the forces of the 
University of Rochester. in a build- 
ing which is lued at $3,000,000. 
Mr. Eastman has procured 20,000 
instruments to be disposed of in the 
high schools of the city, and there 
will be orchestras formed throughout 
the city schools which will educate 
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ithe youths for the adult symphony. 
In fact, Eastman has, at Rochester, 
a little Leipsig all his own. The 
city had, as we had in Los Angeles, 
a symphony orchestra for twenty 
years, but it has outlived its useful- 
ness and the new one will take its 
place. 

Alexander is, since Herschel, the 
only man to make a success of song 
recitals at which he plays his own 
He has a tenor 
voice of great beauty, ond he is an 
organist who compares favorably 
with the best of the concertizers. 

“I shall hope to build my orches- 
tra on lines laid down by the Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra of Los Angeles,” 
he said. “I think you have a mag- 
nificent programme here, and cer- 
tainly you have chosen a fine man 
in Walter Rothwell. He is one to 
build an orchestra. He is an ex- 
cellent drill master, and he can 
whip into shape material which 
promises as well as the local. He 
is the sort of musician that old 
Gericke, who built the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra, was. He is wun- 
tiring and thorough in his methods. 
You will undoubtedly have, under 
him, one of the great orchestras of 
the country.” 

That was good news, if something 
which we have begun to expect can 
be called news. There is little doubt 
left in our minds that we shall have 
an orchestra which will, enfin, put 
us among the first cities In musical 
interest in America.

We note with interest that the re- 
mote and austere Presences whose 
duty it ie to preside over the destiny 
of our Pubite Library. have at long 
last awakened to the necessity for 
action in regard to the mutilation of 
(our) books. 

As law-abiding consumers of the 
Varied literature of this great city 
institution, we have for many years 
been confronted with undeniable 
evidence that a very large part of 
our reading public are of the crim- 
inal class, as well as the feebje- 
minded, and those of weak inteili- 
gence, which manifests itself in the 
form of secribblings on fiy leaves 
and as to the merits of 
each book; advice of a very persona! 
nature to the intending reader; sup- 
Plementary ink and pencil illustra- 
tions of a variety only limited by 
the personality of each reader; ac- 
tual demonstration, so far as covers 
are concerned, that said books have 
been placed upon the kitchen stove 
for better entertainment during the 
preparation of meals, and, to judge 
by the condition of many, read in 
other nauseous and objectionable 
places; to say nothing of leaves, or 
whole sections, torn out, and wan- 
ton mutilations of such great va- 
riety as would disgrace the public 
library of any city in the United 
States. 


This would seem.to cal) for dras- 
tle measures. It is true we have 
long noted placards posted in va- 
rious places about the library, warn- 
ing of penalties, which obviously 
have no terrors for these vandals 
and foes of decency and order, in- 
asmuch as their depredations have 
continued, and even grown worse, 
im the very face of these threats, 


sible, under the present system of 
running the library, to convict any- 
ene of this misdemeanor. 
However, judging from the new 
signs, in more prominent 
places, it has been decided to try 
the effect of an appeal to the bet- 
ter nature of these evil-doers, cast- 
ing upon their shoulders the burden 
of responsibility for the care of 
these books, as individual owners, 
as it were, of each book. 

Now it would seem obvious, to the 
mere casual observer, that this 
ethical attitude can have very lIit- 
tle, if any, effect upon those whose 
order of intelligence is such as to 
prevent their proper conception of 
“mine and thine;"” moreover, giving 
them increased leeway. as they 
might well argue that if the books 
belong to them, they may be handled 
in any manner befitting ownership. 
“This is manifestly an absurdity. 
as, however, greatly the individual! 
may share in the benefit of public 
ownership, the responsibility for ite 
safekeeping undoubtedly rests with 
those placed in charge, and receiv- 
ing compensation therefor, whose 
obvious duty it is te so care for 
such public property as to prevent 
depredations of this and every oth- 
er kind. 

Since all efforts, so far, seem to 
have been unavailing in controlling 
these trespassers upon public prop- 
erty, it would seem that the moral 
effect of a few masculine presences 
of force and determination, observed 
in places of responsibility about the 
library. might have a restraining in- 
fluence; although, as custom seems 
to have established the precedent 
that nothing male, older than about 
14, may be inducted into the hushed. 
convent-like and chastely-retired at- 

of our library attendants, 
no cause for immediate apprehen- 
sion need be felt by the feeble- 
minded ones on that score. 

In the meantime, might it not bet- 
ter the situation somewhat for those 
of us who are rather cleanly and 
fastidious, if a few of these gentle 
lady attendants might be delegated 
to the sole duty of removing such 
objectionable evidences, and well- 
meant advice, from (our?) books, 
patching torn leaves, etc., etc., before 
their reissue? 

Also, we might suggest a large, 
conveniently handy stack of paper 
covers, which could be slipped upon 
books whose covers were in no con- 
dition to be touched otherwise, be- 
fore being handed to patrons. 

These suggestions may be freely 
used without apprehension of pla- 
giariem, and their adoption would 
relieve the present condition some- 
what, in Meu of a better system of 
running the library.

I say “know noth- 
ing about it,” meaning know nothing 
more than may be found in a lot of 
books that rationality must asso- 
clate with nonsense, and such also 
as may be found in other books by 
eminent scientists, such as Sweden- 
borg, Sir Oliver Lodge, Sir William 
F. Barnett, by scholars like William 
James and Prof. Hyslop. The cir- 
cumlocution and painfully accumu- 
lative details of evidence make 
some people who try to be honest in 
the matter continue skeptical. 

Of course there is Patience 
Worth. She is the most arresting 
psychic mystery that has ever ap- 
peared; but it is nearly impossible 
to believe that so celestial a spirit 
could communicate only through 
that nursery toy, the oulja board. 
On the other hand the impulse to 
believe is innate and irresistible: 
skepticism is not normal; it is a

It would be stupid to try to pre 
tend that a brief newspaper review 
could adequately appraise Prof. 
Hyslop'’s “Contact With the Other 
World.” The experience and judg- 
ment of long research is in it, the 
evidence is éxhaustive, the deduc- 
tions not arbitrary nor dogmatic; 
and though positive in trend, the 
book is not argumentative. The il- 
lustrations are strange, though who 
shall say “more strange than true”? 
and baffle rebuttal without squelch- 
ing the skeptic. 

Notice that Prof. Hyslop has 
chosen a careful title: “Contact 
With the Other World,” and his 
nearly 500 large octavo pages are 
massed with evidence, too much of 
yit for comforta reading the pa 
tiently assorted ‘mustard-seed sort 
of evidence—but a pyramid of mus- 
tard seed is weighty. However, any 
book of psychic research necessa- 
rily gets its importance less from its 
contents than from the character of 
the author. When Prof. Hyslop 
tella the uncanny, mysterious story 
of Robert Swain Gifford, who, dead, 
seemed to seize upon one Frederic 
L. Thompson and coerce him into 
taking up the dead artist's work, 
one cannot be intelligent and say 
“bunk.” Prof. Hyslop’s reputation 
end character silence such forms of 
dismissal. He vouches for it per- 
sonally. 

Evidence of communication from 
behind death's curtains is gathered 
under the important names of Mark 
Twain, Isaac K. Funk, William 
James, and others. It is regrettable 
that Prof. Hyslop’s gifts do not in- 
clude those of terseness and con- 
densation; and when added to this 
diffuseness one finds the author ex- 
tremely reluctant to be definite and 
precise it is impossible to find 
passages good for quotation. This 
lack of a positive summary is no 
fault, but an inconvenience to the 
reviewer; and it is present in the 
book through the author's desire to 
suggest fairly physical explanations

I like detective stories; that is, 
good ones. There are not many 
good ones. The reason is that a 
really good mystery story requires 
a unique but high order of tech- 
nique; and almost more than any 
other kind of a story, the writer 
must be blessed’ with the gift of 
elimination. Also he must be blessed 
with a dramatic sense and work 
rapidly through climax after climax 
to the catastrophe. A detective or 
mystery story, like a play, must be 
built: rather than written. It must 
be plausible at every twist, logical 
at every turn; it must not spring 
anything on the reader that forces 
him to go to an encyclopedia to 
discover if there is such a thing in 
existence, as many writers do, con- 
spicuously among them Arthur B.: 
Reeves—but never, for instance, 
Arthur Train or Arthur Stringer. 
The once enormously popular Sher- 
lock Holmes stories will now, in the 
light of the remarkable develop- 
ment of mystery technique, seem 
thit and rather dull. Any capable 
mystery writer can pick flaws in, 
that classic “Gold Big” of Poe's. 
The Frenchman, Gaboriau, remains 
almost unrivaled, but he used too 
many words and was a trifle labori- 
ous at times. 

It is all right to sneer at mystery 
stories. They are low-brow, but | 
they have a technique that baffles, 
the highest brow. And such is their, 
popularity that a man can be suc-' 
cessful, prosperous, even a little re- 
nowned, without writing anything 
very distinctive. 

So it happens that I am exceed- 
ingly pernickety about mystery 
stories—so pernickety that I seldom 
read more than a few pages of the 
average “thriller” and throw it 
aside for something that bores me

to insist on the meaning of such 
facts as I have cited in this volume. 
Their import is clear. They cer- 
tainly make a spiritualistic hypothe- 
sis acceptable.

Unfortunately it is an- 
other one of those stories expjain- 
ing how the war started and how 
an American detective baffled the 
German secret service, but other- 
wise it is a miracle of quick devel- 
opment, suspense and dramatic situ- 
ation. The author strained himself 
ra little in the concluding situation 
with sliding walls and a planted 
bomb, but that is pardonable in the 
light of much else that is good. 

The thing that slows up practt- 
cally all mystery stories and makes 
them drag is the “explanations”: 
the story stops while the detective 
clears up various points, and usually 
near the end of the book a whole 
chapter is devoted to tying up loose 
ends. reviewer seldom needs 
read more than that chapter, which 
he can find with unerring scent. Mr. 
Abdullah has accomplished the re- 
markable technical feat of making 
little explanation, though hia story 
is one of baffling mystery, and what- 
ever explanation is made is in- 
tensely dramatic—speeding the ac- 
tion rather than slowing it. Only 
those Who have made a studious 
scrutiny of detective stories will 
appreciate that feat, though the 
reader cannot fail to get gratifica- 
tion from it. 

An American detective operates in 
Paris. Early in 1914 the unscrupu- 
lous socialistic leader of the coun- 
try is murdered. The police arrest 
a young actress whose father is a 
very high government official—and 
the weakest part of the story is the 
fact that the .girl had a love affair 
with a vicious demagogue.

Arnold Bennett has taken one of 
the great dramatic ‘stories of bib 
lical lore and made a play of it. It 
is an interesting play, even a good 
play, but not a fine piece of dra- 
matic construction. Its three acts 
are episodical, more of the pageant 
order than of the drama; there is no 
surge of emotion running through it, 
nothing propulsive, dynamic. 

However, the literary mastery of 
Arnold Bennett permits him to do 
many things well, some of them 
greatly. I have never seen on the 


‘| stage or in print a play by Mr. Ben- 


nett that was not good-I have 
never seen one that did not seem 
lacking fn some basic essence of 
dramaturgy. it is true that a real 
artist can violate all the rules and 
canons and do notably, and “Judith” 
(George H. Doran Company) more 
passively than actively vio the 
essential taboo of literat It is 
not a “love” play. True enough the 
demagogic Ozias loves Judith, and 
there is a pretty strong intimation 
that she is germinating an affection 
for Achior, a captain of the As- 
syrian host, and her waiting wom- 
an Haggith does love the As- 
syrian soldier, Ingur-—but 
faintly suggésted sub-plot is nothing 
more than comic relief. The story 
is so adroitly put together that I 
doubt if the proverbial sentimental- 
ist, who must see the course of true 
love never run smooth, wii know 
what ails him. 

The story of Judith and Holo- 
fernes, as related in the Apocrypha, 
is a thrilling, bizarre story. It seems 
to me, even under Arnold Bennett's 
treatment, unsuitable for a play— 
that is, theoretically. The beautiful 
widow, above reproach and above 
suspicion, goes for unemotional and 
purely patriotic reasons into the be- 
leaguering camp of the Assyrians, 
pretends to be a courtesan and se- 
ducing the commander Holofernes 
into dalliance, kills him, and the 
army—terrified—is easily put to 
fitght. 

I have no wish to disparage “Ju- 
dith”; the situations are good, the 
lines excellent, though the novel- 
ist’s inclination to make the char- 
acters’ talk at length appears occa- 
sionally. But to be a real tense 
drama it would have had to violate 
a certain historical accuracy, and 
the Apocryphal account is rather 
complete and generally known— 
possibly excepting among Protest- 
ants. But if Judith had more per- 
sonal motives for the cruel—though 
entirely justifiable — assassination 
of the swaggering commander, there 
would: have been a smelting, a 
stronger unity, of the acts. That 
unity is a feature that Mr. Bennett 
almost consistently ignores: and 
though his work is always distin- 
guished by stagecraft and good char- 
acterization, yet he has failed, and 
will continue to fail, to be ranked 
well among the contemporary dra- 
matists. 

The characters of “Judith” are ad- 
mirable; the situations and pag:

The story is 
about Ramsey's instinctive dislike 
of Dora Yocum from the earliest of 
childhood—until they become lovers, 
after they are really old enough to 
know better. Ramsey is the usual 
awkward, blundering fellow who 
gets along nevertheless. Dora is 
keen and smart. The episode of the 
college debate, the book’s high- 
water mark of comic effort, is ab- 
surdly inadequate and unimagina- 
tive;.the college years and by-play 
are perfunctory.

lems, which are hard to solve. The 
war, as all great wars have done 
in the past, has unsettled the human 
race. Those engaged in it are ex- 
hausted physically and financially. 
Those not engaged in it got rich be- 
yond the dreams of avarice, but 
their riches, are “as dead-sea fruits 
which turn to ashes on the lips.” 
Their economic life is upset. They 
like the belligerents, are, suffering 
from food shortage, in fact from 
a shortage of everything which is 
necessary to the very existence, to 
say nothing of the comfort, of men 
under modern conditiors. The only 
thing they are iong on is money. 
The wealth these neutral nations ac- 
cumulated will melt away for neces- 
sities faster than it was gained. 
GOLD RESERVES. 

Our own country, while better off 
than any other nation, has still many 
problems to settle. For the first two 
and one half years of the war she 
accumulated the gold reserves of the 
world, and now possesses more gold 
than any three nations combined. 
“But, she was incurred a debt, 
which will finally run to thirty billion 
dollars, while conducting the war, 
all virtually owed to her own people. 
Taxes to meet the interest on this 
debt, and discharge the principal, in 
the next fifty years will be enormous. 
There is one consolation, though, 
she is not paying any !ndemnity to 
a victorious foe! Furthermore, the 
payment of the interect and the 
principal of her debt goes to her 
own people and keeps circulating in 
this country. Then, her resources 
are so vast that she can produce 
and sell products of the soil, from 
her mines, from her forests, and 
from her factories, vast quantities 
of raw materials, of merchandise and 
manufactured goods, which the rest 
of the world must buy. Unfortunately 
the buyers are in bad financial con- 
dition and cannot pay us for what 
we sell them. Necessarily, we must 
sell largely on credit. This course 
will gradually consume our cash 
accumulations. It will be converted 
into debts of other nations. It may 
be a long time before these coun- 
tries can pay us back. Yet the re- 
cuperative power of nations is re- 
markable, provided they settle down 
to hard work and devote the time 
of all of their people, to produc- 
tion, inatead of revolution, as Russia 
and some of her neighbors are now 


doing. 

WHAT OF PRODUCTION? 
“For some reason, we do not get 
daily information as to what the 
great body of people are doing in 
the old world. We get news of 
constant bickerings, intermittent 
fighting, the execution of varius po- 
litical prisioners, all the sersational 
part of their lives, including full 
information of their strikes

“The high cost of living will collapse in America just as soon 

as Europe gets upon a productive basis of food production.” 
This ig the solution of the period's most vital problem offered by 
Jackson A. Graves, vice-president of the Farmers’ and Merchants’ Na- 
tional Bank, in an address Thursday, before the One Hundred Per Cent. 


Mr. Graves reviewed the present economic and social situation which 
has resulted from the war and offered some timely suggestions for reme- 
dial relief. He ssid that the most serious problem, next to the high cost 
of living, and closely allied with it, is the speedy restoration of the morale

He referred to the fact that the workers, highly paid during the war, 
are not adjusting themselves to the present rehabilitation crisis in in- 
dustry and that there is a tendency toward class legislation as a sort of 
cure-all. This he declaged would not cure but would in time constitute a 
menace of the very life of the nation. ; 

He said it was the duty of every real patriot to fight class legislation. 
As examples of this vicious trend of the times he pointed to the Adam- 
son, Clayton and Federal Farm Loan acts of the National Congress and 
the Farm Settlement Act of the California Legislature. Thé latter he 
labeled as “paternalism, pure and simple.” 

He urged a‘lerence to high ideals and said that saving would be one 
of the great preventives of a national social upheaval. ¢ 


“From the name of your club, I] world are socia) conditions. The 


war has destroyed the morale of 
the producers and wage-earners. It 
is hard to say why, and yet there 
are reasons. Take England for in- 
stance. During the war her work- 
ing population, male and felame, re- 
ceived many times as mvch for thetr 
services as they ever expected to 
receive, for the same services, under 
other conditions. They are now 
averse to returning to pre-wartime 
wages. The result is, millions are 
idle, idle from choice, not from 
necessity, and they are receiving gov- 
ernment assistance. The returning 
soldiers, released from army dis- 
cipline, are easily converted to the 
same view of the situation held by 
the war wage-earners, and, by their 
idleness they add to the seriousness 
of the situation. From present re- 
ports it would look as if the very 
foundations of the British empire 
are now being shaken by labor 
troubles and by socialistic demands 
of wage-cearners. 
THREAT OF RAIL MEN. 


“In thig respect, America is but 
little better off. Consider the steam 
railroad employees, as an example. 
Under the Adamson Act, they are 
receiving more pay than the business 
can stand. You all know that, not- 
withstanding constant increases in 
freights and fares, the government is

000 a year in the operation of the 
railroads. most of this loss being 
occasioned by successive increases 
in the pay of the railroad em- 
ployees. They now threaten to

- Sets upon a productive basis 
of food products. It is estimated 
that, taken as a whole, Durope wil! 
produce three-fourths of her needs 
in food products this year. Even if 
she does this, her products will not 
be available until after the harvests.

ALL CLASSES AFFECTED. 

“I suppose you belong to all 
classes, some of you are employees 
and some of you are employers. In 
either case, you are vitally inter- 
ested in all of these propositiona 
because the very existence of our 
nation depends upon their proper 
and peaceable solution. If this 
country survives the next few years 
she and her people must make 
progress, must g0 forward. She 
cannot stand still or recede. In any 
case, many of you who are now em- 
ployees will, in a few years, be em- 
ployers. Those of you who are em- 
ployees now must recognize that 
your employment depends upon the 
continued existence and success of 
your employers. A nonsuccessful 
employer cannot meet his pay roll 
or stay in business. All of these 
questions affect all of us. They all 
demand thought, study, careful con- 
sideration by all of us. The future 
of every man here, his happiness 
and the happiness and welfare of 
his wife and children, if he is 
blessed with them, depend upon the 
prosperity of this country at large. 
It in every man’s duty to contrib- 
ute to this prosperity by intelligent 
endeavor, by right living, by the 
practice of economy and thrift. 

BSAVING IS VITAL. 

“Tt makes no difference what any 
man, wage-earner or employer, 
makes. His future, his prosperity 
and progress depend upon what he 
saves. We have all fallen inte prod- 
igal ways, unconsciously, perhaps, 
in some cases. I suppose it would be 
almost treason to whisper the sup- 
position, or thought, that the auto- 
mobile and the movies deprive many 
a family of any saving power. True.

“All of the above Congressional 
acts were passed ostensibly for war 
purposes, but the obPpect of them 
was to gain votes at the Presiden- 
tial election in 1920. Equally 
vicious was the Farm Settlement 
Act. passed by the Legislature of 
California, whereby the State Luys 


land, subdivides it. improves it with 
homes, barns and irrigation works 


lana sells it at cost to settlers on long 


\terms of payment. 

“This ie paternalism, pure and 
simple, and, by the Great Horn 
Spoon, if an agricultural settier is to 
receive from the State these ad- 
vantages, if you carry the doctrine 
to its logical conclusion, why should 
not the plumber (whose daily sti- 
pend for eight hours’ labor is now 
but the miserable sum of $9,) and 
the automobile mechanic, and the 
miner, and the blacksmith; why 
should not merchants, lawyers, 
physicians—in fact, the followers of 
every trade and profession, be en- 
titled to as liberal consideration and 
assistance from the State? 

LIMIT IN NORTH DAKOTA. 


“The people of North Dakota seem 
recently to have gone the limit. 
They have adopted State socialism as 
strongly as ever did the German 
empire. This experiment will be 
watched with great interest. But, 
if these people can sell the hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars’ worth of 
bonds, wherewith to inaugurate State 
industries, they will, while spend- 
ing the money thus realised, create 
an apparent prosperity, which will 
Le seized upon by the State-owned 
newspapers, as an example of the 
success of the experiment, before 
it is completely tried out. This 
propaganda may seduce adjoining 
States to follow North Dakota's 
example. 

“The act under which a State of- 
ficial is now organizing the fisher- 
men of the State, so as to aéd- 
vance instead of reduce the price 
of fish to the consumer, is another 
vicious example of class legislation. 
Class legislation tends to destroy 
competition and puts the State-as- 
sisted party in a position where he 
can ruin a competitor. Therein 
lies a part of the evi! of such laws. 

TAX VIOLATIONS. 


“Tt ia a maxim of jurisprudence 
as old \as the taxing power that 
‘taxation should be equal and uni- 
form.” That maxim is violated in 
both the Income and inheritance tax 
laws. Smal! incomes and small es- 
tates are by them exempt from tax- 
ation. In both of them, wealth is 
penalized, success is punished by 
legislative robbery, mediocrity, shift- 
lesaness and improvidence are re- 
warded. Once you admit the prin- 
ciple that you can take part of an 
income on income taxation, or part 
ef an inheritance on the distribution 
of an estate, and you open the door 
to confiacation of the entire income, 
or inheritance, by taxation. 

“YT take tt that all nomral Amer't- 
cans are actuated by the same mo- 
tives. The first Incentive that any 
man has to exertion is to make «a 
living: next. to secure a com- 
petency, and, with the competency 
he reaches after luxury. Some for 
fame and honors strive. These 
emoluments, however, come of their 
own accord, as a reward for serv- 
fees to humanity rendered. In the 
hurly-burly of modern life condi- 
tions most of us are too apt to take 
the shadow for the substance. Peo- 
ple do not give consideration to the 
serious side of life. They do not 
study the foundations upon which 
civilization is and upon 
which their own government stands. 
When ft comes to politica] matters 
they are apt to ‘let George do it.’ 

CIVIC DUTIES. 

“No man, no matter what his posi- 
tion In life may be, should neglect 
his civic duties. This is a country 
where the people rule. If the sane 
and sober elements of society take 
no hand in the ruling, then the 
radicals will seize all sources of 
power and exercise them for their 
own benefit. Illustrating my idea, 
a very short time ago the State of 
California voted upon the propost- 
tion to issue forty million dollars’ 
worth of bonds for highway pur- 
posea Although the amount is 
staggering, and the burden will be 
great, the sentiment of the people 
of the State was probably in favor 
of the bonds, but, when it came 
to election day, they were voted by 
a mere handful of the electors. The 
trouble is that people are careless 
about these matters. They get out 
of the habit of voting, they get out 
of the habit of investigating proposi- 
ions as they are bubmitted, and 
all sorts of schemes to separate the 
tax-payer from his money will slip 
through without criticism or com- 
ment.

“Rest assured of ono thing, the 
eataclysm that the world has just 
passed through, or is yet passing

TAMPICO GETS 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


In Spite of Conditions, Com- 
panies Going Ahead. 


Oil Corporations are Planning 
to Spend $7,000,000. 


Protest Payment of Taxes with 
Old “Infalsificables.” 


[SPECIAL ] 

TAMPICO (Mex.) Aug. 6.—not- 
withstanding the more or less un- 
satisfactory conditions under which 
the foreign oil companies are operat 
ing in the Tampico region an en- 
ormous amount of money is being 
expended by these corporations in the 
construction of permanent improve- 
ments, including ocean and river 
terminals, pipe lines, storage tanks, 
pumping stations, refineries, modern 
highways and railroads. Plans have 
been adopted by various oil com- 


panies for the expenditure of ap- 
proximately $7,000,000 gold in these, 
improvements during the next several 
months. 

Several new refineries and topping 
plants are to be constructed, new 
pipe. lines are being laid from the 
different fields to the terminals and 
an unprecedented amount ef build- 
ing work is going on in this city. 
The total oil shipments from Mexico 
for the year 1919 will probably ex- 
ceed 80,000,000 barrels. At present 
the entire production comes from 
only twelve wells which have a to- 
tal daily output of approximately 
600,000 barre If the other wells 
that are now capped were turned 
loose the daily production would be 
many times these figures. 

PROTEST INFALISIFICABLES. 


Th of] association of the Tampico 
Chamber of Commerce has just made 
formal protest to Luis Cabrera, 
Secretary of Hacienda of the Mexican 
government against the decree is- 
sued and in force since March 29, 
1917, that in paying taxes an ad- 
ditional pese “infalsificabie” shal) be 
added for each peso oro nachional. 
The government decree provides that 
this additional peso shall be paid on 
all impeortations and exportations 
and, in Meu of stamps, on the pro- 
duction of elf and metals. The pro- 
test reacs: 

Chamber of Com- 
merce of Tampico, comprising, 154 
members representing practicafly all 
the important American business in- 
terests in Tampico apd. vicinity, 
takes the liberty of asking you to 
give due consideration to the pos- 
sibility of abolishing the requirement 
to pay taxes with infalsificable paper 
money. In so asking consideration 
lof this subject, we call attention to 
the following: 

“First: When the practice of col- 
lecting taxes in infalsificables was 
first established, the value of such 
paper was so low that the actual in- 
creased tax thus resulting was of 
practically no importance. 

“Second: Due to the increasing 
difficulty, of securing infalsificable 
paper money, the value of same has 
now increased to such @ point that 
the increased tax, resulting from 
necessity to pay with such paper, is 
a real burden. Such Increased tax 
varying with the variation in mar- 
ket price of Infg@faificables and hav- 
ing reached a value of 10 cent ore 
nacional fog 1 peso of paper with @ 
corresponding resulting increase of 
10 per cent. in all taxes paid. 

UNDUE HARDSHIP. 


“Third: This increase in the 
amount of taxes paid by the mer- 
chants on all material imported in- 
to Tampico, results in a correspond- 
ing increase in the eelling price and 
as a result, the customer is obliged 
to pay a corresponding higher price 
for the articles involved. We feel 
that it is not the desire of the 
Mexican government to impose taxes 
which result in an undue hardship 
upon the consumer and that the 
Suuset | -egularly-established tax rate pro- 
vided for by the lawe.of Mexico are 
considered to be fair and just and 
represent the total amount of tax 
which the Mexican government ex- 
pects to receive. 

“Fourth: We also weuld point 
out the fact that the Mexican sov- 


revenue from the sdditional tax 
imposed by requirement to pay with 
infalsificables, as the only parties to 
benefit from such payment are the 
‘coyotes’ who have secured control 
of the supply of infaleificable paper 
and are using such contro)! for their 
own personal advantage. As a re- 
sult the taxpayer and the consumer 
are suffering for the benefit of such 
individuals without any advantage 
aecruing to the Mexican govern- 


ment. 

“Fifth: For the above reasons we 
feel that the requirement to pay 
taxes with infalsificables should be 
removed and we feel confident that 
after giving the matter your care- 
ful attention you will agree with 
ue that the present requirement to 
pay taxes with infalsificables is a 
disadvantage to the Mexican gov- 
ernment as well as to the merchant 
and every individual consumer, and 
that such a condition is not intend- 
ed by the tax laws of the Republic 
of Mexico.” i

Strawberries that normally sold 
for from 6 to 10 cents a quart were 
snapped up at fram 30 to 37 cents. 
The price to the consumer never 
went below 30 cents this season. 
Strawberry syrup for flavoring soda 
water, which formerly sold at 68 
cents a gallon, is now quoted $3.50 
a gallon. 

Growers are elated. Many of them 
made an average of $1000 an acre 
on their strawberry crop and they 
are looking forward to big profits

Organize to Keep Vacation 
Dollars at Home. 


Government Officials will As- 
sist Western States.

stone Park, August 10 and il, 
called for the purpose of advancing 
the United States Interior Depart- 
ment’s project of joining together 
the national parks with a motor 
highway.

The doctor 
stated Mr. Lawler is improving 
steadily and unless complications 
arise, he believes tne injured man 
will get well.

At the same time these hopeful 
announcements wers Yelng made in 
regard to the victims of the ovr- 
rage, one of its authors, Charlog H, 
McGwire, was buried, after an in- 
quest at the undertaking estalieh- 
ment of J. H. Rie leman, 1616 South 
Main etreet.

PRESIDENT’S ADVISER TO 
GIVE TESTIMONY. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, <Aug. 9.—Col. 
House, closest adviser to President 
Wlison during the treaty-making 
period in Paris, may be summoned 
to appear before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee which fs 
studying the Versailles treaty and 
the League of Nations covenant. 
Col House ig now abroad, but will 
be called to Washington through the 
American Embassy in England. The 
committee claims that there are 
several points in the treaty which 
need explanation and that the testi- 
mony of Secretary Lansing has not 
sufficiently cleared up the matters 
under discussion. President Wilson 
some time ago offered to appear be- 
fore the committee, but his offer 
was refused by Chairman Lodge. 

Col. House, it is believed, can ex- 
plain fully and clearly many of the 
points involved in the making of the 
League of Nations covenant. He 
had charge of America’s part in 
this discussion. The President has 
declined to submit the daily sum- 
maries of the league commission's 
meetings on the ground that these 
involve affairs of other nations and 
it would be a violation of interna- 
tional etiquette to present the con- 
fidential reports. The testimony 
of Col. House, »it is believed, will 
throw light on the peace table dis- 
cussions without violating any con- 
fidences. 

Mr, Lansing is going back on the 
stand Monday to submit in writing 
statements covering several phases 
of the treaty-making. Among oth- 
er things, he is expected to submit 
a copy of a resolution he drafted 
for the President setting forth his 
idea of what the league covenant 
should contain. The committee 
probably will question him at some 
length on the statemefits he will 
make.

Claims Los Angeles 
Girl is a Suicide. 


Says She Took Fatal Leap, 
but He Lost Nerve. 


No Trace of Helen Steele at 
Local Address, 


[EXCLASIVE DISPATCH.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 9.—The 
police are investigating a story told 
them by John Shipple, who said he 
is a steward at the Del Monte Hotel, 
that he entered into a ‘pact with 
Helen Steele, a Los Angeles girl, 
that they drown themselves at mid- 
night last night because of objec- 
tions to their proposed wedding, and 
that the girl followed out the 


regain. 

Shippie, who was picked up on the 
ocean beach while suffering sup- 
posedly from hysteria, told the police 
that he did not have the courage to 
plunge with the girl into the water, 
and fled from the spot when she 
called for help. Later he took 
poison, he said, but it did not seem 
to have any effect. 

With no corroboration available, 
the police were disinclined to give 
credence to the weird story Shippie 
told in detail. His admission that 
he had been twice discharged from 
the army after he was discovered 
to be an epileptic, added to the 
suspicion with which his story was 
received until Mrs. Ella Hadlee tele- 
phoned from home at 1781 Turk 
street that she’ had known Helen 
Steele in Los Angeles, and after- 
ward identified young Shippie as 
“the boy in soldier's uniform,” 
whose visits had been discouraged 
by Miss Steele's parents. 

KISS PRECEDES FATAL LEAP. 


“We stood at the end of the pier 
about ten or fifteen minutes,” Ship- 
pie said. “It was after 11 o'clock 
last night. She kissed me and then 
she said: ‘Are you ready dear?’ and 
jumped into the water. 

“I walked back to the beach, I 
could hear her crying for help in 
the waves.” 

That was the story Shippie told 
in a listless way. Then he looked 
a he Capt. Duncan Maheson and

“Can I sit down, Mister?” 

On the bench he gave way to a 
fit of sobbing that only ceased when 
he was given 4 cigarette Then he 
repeated his story of how the gir! 
had jumped and how his nerve had 
failed him. He said that after get- 
ting back to the sand he drank 
poison and gave the name of the 
store where he had purchased it. 
The detectives are seeking verifica- 
tion of this part of his story. 

But at the park emergency hos- 
pital, where Shippie wae taken this 
morning, after being found in & 
semi-conscious condition on the 
sand, the doctor found no trace of 
any poison in his stomach and diag- 
nosed his condition as “hysteria.” 

When the report came from Los 
Angeles that the only “Holen Steele” 
in the directory there was a depart- 
ment-store worker, who was alive 
and well, the police were ready to 
dismiss the suicide pact yarn and 
hold Shippie for further. observa- 
tion. 

Inquiries In Los Angeles failed 
to disclose any information regard- 
ing Helen Steele or Mra. Ella Had- 
lee at 1908 Estrella avenue. Neigh- 
bors long resident there never knew 
her. 

But Mrs. Hadlee is positive in her 
identification of Shippie as the lov- 
er of Helen Steele, who. she says, 
lived with her parents in a room- 
ing-house at 1910 Estrella avenue, 
in Los Angeles. 

“This boy was a frequent visitor 
there,” she said this afternoon when 
Shippie was taken by a detective to 
her home on Turk street 
i “Helen Steele and her ,parents 
boarded with me for eight months 
a year and a half ago. She was 
then about 15 years old and seemed 
to be deficient mentally. She 
worked as a waitress for a time, 
but was too delicate to keep it up. 
Shippie came frequently to the 
house, but his visits were dis- 
couraged by the parents on account 
of the girl's extreme youth. After 
Shippie had attempted to borrow 
money from Mrs. Steele on false 
pretenses, they forbade his coming; 
but, according to her mother, the 
girl used to meet him clandestinely. 
Mrs. Steele was in constant fear that 
her daughter would become involved 
in some trouble. The father was a 
contractor.” 

MET HER ON BROADWAY, 

Shippie says that he first met 
Helen Steele on Broadway, in Los 
Angeles, in the fall of 1917, after 


he had been discharged from the 
army at Camp Lewis. He sayr her 
father was a contractor and gives 
the same address that Mrs. Headlee 
gives as the Steele domicile in Los 
Angeles. Shippic says the g«irls 
parents were in San Francisco Fri- 
day and that the girl told him they 
were at the Stewarz: Hotel. The 
police have been unable to find any 
verification of this. 

According to the identification bu- 
reau at the Hall of Justice, Shipptie’s 
crime record is as follo-vs: 

On June 1, 1917 he was arrested 
in Berkeley on a charge of petty 
larceny and discharged, 

On July 14, 1918, he was con-

On his left forearm is a tatooed 
horseshoe with the words “Good 
Luck.”

Mass., twenty-two years ago. His 
father, a eister and two brothers live 
in Massachusetts. Another brother. 
Frank, lives in Oakland and works 
in the shipyards. For the past year 
the family had heard nothing of him 
and believed that he was dead.

LEASES IN DEMAND. 

Following the bringing in of the 
McCleskey well by the Texas and 
Pacific Coal Company, an enormous 
demend for leases of the oil rights 
to lands in that region was evi- 
denced. The Texas and Pacific Coal 
Company embarked in the oil ex- 
ploration and exploitation business 
on an extensive ecale. Being first on 
the ground, it was able to obtain 
leases at comparatively small cost 
upon approximately £00,000 acres 
situgted in Fastiand, Stephens, Palo 
Pinto and Erath counties. It put 
the word “oil” In the company, and 
became in less than a year'd time 
one of the great and wealthy cor- 
porations of the United States, bring- 
ing fortunes of millions of dollars 
to Mr. Marston and Mr. Gordon, as 
well as to many tand owners from 
whom it had acavuired leases. The 
companfty now hasa daily production 
of about 27.000 barrels of crude pe- 
troleum valued at more than $6€0.- 
600, which would mean 4 total an- 
nual revenue of more than $22.009,- 
096. The original stockholders of the 
company all made fortunes as a re- 
sult of the targe increase in values 
of the shares. 

Tt has been proved many times 
over that the men who are willing 
to risk something are those who 
cain most in the matter of profiting 
in ofl operations. In the light of re- 
sulte that have been accomplished 
it would seem that faith has a lot to 
do with the svecess of many men 
who are themeelve««"unable to cive 
any other explanation of why they 
persisted in seeking oil when the 
chances seemed to be all against 
them. S. L. Fowler. who discovered 
the famous Burkburnett pool, is 
an instance of this kind. He owned a 
farm at the edge of this town. Three 
years of draught brought him to the 
face of ruin. He had been a business 
failure all of hie life. His wife took 
to the idea that the poor burnt-up 
land was underlaid with oil. 

WOMAN'S INTUITION. 

All during the trying summer of 
two years ago she sought to impress 
her husband with the idea that oil 
was to be found on their farm. She 
finally succeeded in enthusing Mr. 
Fowler on the subject, although 
there was absolutely no evidence, 
either geological or otherwise, that 
oll existed there. In fact, the proof 
was to the contrary, for several years 
before dry holes had been drilled 


Millions »>f acre of lard have been 
leased for their oil rights, however, 
without any gseolcgica!l survey having 
heen previously made.

Many of these men who came 
here ard started in on a “shoe- 
string” and with little business re- 
spectability behind. them, have accu- 
milated a fortune, and are now 
classed among the substantia! oll 
operators. 

The Burkburnett field proper was 
nearly nine months old when the 
Northwest pool was discovered 
the bringing in of a 2500-barre!l well 
on the 200-acre farm of W. T. Wag- 
goner.

MADE FRIENDS RICH. 

It was slow and difficult work, but 
finally he obtained enough subscrip- 
tions among his old friends in Ver- 
non to organize the Burk-Waggonrer 
Ol] Company upon a sixty-acre tract 
of the farm that was put in for that 
purpose. The well was drilled and 
big production obtained. The com.- 
pany sold its well for $2,000,000. 
Every man owning stock in it was 
made rich by the transaction. The 
discovery of this pool made man) 
millionaires. It has proved to be of 
large area, and there are now more 
than 400 wells either producing or 
being drilled in the new pool, 

Making money in the oil industry 
ia not by any means confined to the 
production, refining and sale of the 
product. There are many phases con- 
nected with the business that offer 
golden opportunities for the accumu- 
lation of wealth. Even the teamsters 
who haul material to the fields are 
piling up smalj fortunes. It ts not 
uncommon for a -man to make $490 
to $50 a day hauling with his wagon 
and team. “Selling out" a company 
is also a profitable business for the 
men who make the stock’ sales. 
These brokers and agents receive 
from 20 to 40 per cent. of the gross 
receipts from the sale of stock. They 
put on stock-selling campaigns in 
much the same way as the Liberty 
Tean Rends were floated. Scores of 
young men and many women have 
made themselves rich selling stock 
in various companies. Ordinarily, 
these agents are not particular as 
to the stability of the company 
with which they are connected. They 
find tt about as essay to sell stock to 
the credulousr public in more or less 
fraudulent companies as they do in 
the ones that ar. perfectly safe. so 
far as investments are concerned 

C.D. Jones of Fort Worth finished 
the law course at the university last 
December. He had also qualified 
himeelf to be a stenographer. Re- 
turning to his heme he obtained 
employment as a stenographer in a 
law office. The oil fever got hoid of 
him. however, and he came to Burk- 
burnett and began selling stock.

The highest of these is 
that of broker. Then comes the 
agent, who also usually has an office. 
The third and lowest class is known 
as the stock “peddler,.” who does his 
business in the hotel lobDies and on 
the sidewalks. These men are num- 
bered by the hundreds In the towns 
and cities of North and Central West

Dick Ferrie, who led a fillbuster- 
ing expedition into Lower California 
a few years ago, has large oi! inter- 
ests in the Burkburnett and other 
fields, and is now looked upon as a 
conservative, staid business man. 

Dr. Frederick Cook, who . still 
claims tp have been the discoverer 
of the North Pole, got into the oil 
kame early in Texas and now owns 
extensive leases not only In the pro- 
ducing fields, but in large areas of 
wildcat territory in the more west- 
ern part of the Btate. 

Former officers of the American, 
French and British armies are nu- 
merous in the old fleld.

FAMOUS RANCH SOLD. 


Property in Reedicy District Brings 
a Large Price. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

SANTA MONICA, Aug. 9.—Chief 
of Police Ferguson today announced 
that he will advice at an early meet- 
ing of the city commissioners that 
an ordinance be drafted prohibiting 
persons from throwing boxes into 
the ocean containing the ashes of 
cremated bodies. 

A box washed up on the sand yes- 
terday was found upon investigation 
to contain the remains of Mrs. Anna 
Blackwell of Los Angeles, who died 
June 26, at the age of seventy-five. | 

Ferguson says that this is the 
third receptacle holding ashes that 
has come ashore within the last 
year. 

He declares that the boxes are 
not only dangerous but they are 
gruesome, and people have been 
timid of bathing in places where 
they have been found. 

“When people express a desire to 
have their ashs thrown into 
water, they mean to have them 
scattered on the face of the great 
deep, not packed into a foolish box 
that will come up on the beach and 
be subject to the curious inspec- 
tion of hundreds of strangers,” he 
exclaimed this afternoon.

“The first step in this work will 
be the grading of streets and the lay- 
ing of sidewalks, curls und gutters, 
the planting of street trees and the 
installation of sewers, waiter, storm 
drains, gas, telephone and electricity. 
Then will come the erection of 
houses. The average lot will be 50 
feet wide by at least 125 feet deep, 
this size, as we tound at Akron, be- 
ing ample enough to give the house 
the proper setting and allow for a 
lawn and small garden. A large as- 
sortment of plans will be available 
for those desiring homes. 

“Inasmuch as no community is 
complete without its parks and play- 
grounds for the enjoyment and wel- 
fare of its people, we will make 
ample provision for these. Most 
cities have waited until teeming pop- 
ulations have forced wider streets 
and breathing spaces, but we will 
not commit this error here. The 
Goodyear home allotment plan is 
something that Mr. Seiberling has 
worked out through the experience 
of many years and as the result of 
the close study of model city plans 
in this country and Europe. 


MODEL HOMES. 


“Convenience in arrangement, 
comfort, sanitation and utility com- 
bined with a general architectural 
harmony will be carried out in the 
Goodyear homes. Each house wil! 
have individuality, and it will be 
constructed of the best materials. The 
plumbing, hardware and finish will 
be equally good. By building these 
homes on a wholesale scale, we 
are able to obtain the lowest pos- 
sible building costs, a fact which 
will be converted into an advantage 
for Goodyear employees. The cost 
of the houses will vary with their 
size and style, so that no industrious 
employee will be prevented from get- 
ting a home because of lack of 
means, yet those who are able can 
get large houses and spacious 
grounds. 

“The Goodyear company does not 
seek any profit on the investment 
put in this enterprise. On the con- 
trary, it proposes that each buyer 
shall obtain his property at actual 
cost, as near as it is possible to 
fure if It will not be necessary 
for an employee to make any pay- 
ment down when the property is 
purchased. Two mortgages may be 
placed on the property. The first 
mortgage ig about one-half the value 
of the property, and is carried by a 
large life insurance company, with 
whom arrangements have been made 
so that the payments when due may 
be made direct to the Goodyear com- 
pany. The second mortgage is car- 
ried by the Goodyear compuny and 
covers the balance of the purchase 
price. 

PLAN OF PAYMENTS. 

“The semi-monthly payments will 
pay off the second mortgage in 
twelve years and the first in three 
years more, the rate of interest be- 
ing 6 per cent. The Goodyear com- 
pany wants its employees to obtain 
their homes at the actual cost price 
to the company, -but to prevent 
speculation the semi-monthly pay- 
ments for the first five years have 
been figured on the real estate value 
of the property, rather than on the 
cost value. The real estate value 
is 25 per cent. higher than the cost 
value, so at the end of the fifth 
vear, if the buyer is still in the com- 
pany'’s employ and still retains the 
property, the difference between the 
two values and the interest here- 
on is canceled and credited to the 
buyer. All payments after that are 
made on the basis of the cost price 
of the property. 

“Fire loss and the contingency of 
death have been thoroughly con- 
sidered, and the company has de- 
cided to carry fire insurance on all 
homes at its own expense. To pro- 
tect the home owner and his family 
while the payments are being made 
the owner has the option to take 
diminishing Hfe insurance, which in 
the event of death will pay one or 
both of the mortgages, depending 
upon the amount of insurance 


taken.”

But for 
an occasional warning of some rat- 
tler, miles would be traversed with- 
out the slightest evidence of life. 
Aside from these physical discom- 
forts, the condition of the “road” 
(a courtesy designation) added to 
the discomforts and also occasioned 
grave concern over the prospects 
of ever negotiating the trip to Paso 
Robles. Holes, bumps, sand, dust, 
rocks and every other conceivable 
material and condition that would 
render travel all but impossible were 
encountered. Aside from the ¢on- 
stant menace of tire trouble, was 
the even greater danger of break- 
ing the springs. Driving with the 
utmost caution. Mr. Brunton could 
not always entirely contro! the car. 
In consequence, the occupants of the 
rear seat would Le _ repeatediy 
hounced against the top of the car. 
eausing untold damage to headgear 
and shocking jars to heads. 
the car would have to be backed 
and detours made to escape huge 
holes in the road. Several! table- 
lands from two to four miles wide 
were encountered. Across these the 
road would sometimes show a bit 
of relief in the shape of short 
stretches of level course. And in 
every case, Mr. Brunton took the 
initiative of speeding up. for the 
apprehension of . being caught in 
that wild, remote conntry over night 


view did the party begin to breathe 
any sighs of relief. But this ex- 
pectation of relief proved to be 
ahort lived. 

While the flora now indicated that 
the western slope of the range 
would soon be reached, Cottonwood 
Pass proved such a dangerous sec- 
tion to negotiate that several times 
Mr. Brunton hesitated about con- 
tinuing.

SAVING THE MOTOR TRUCK. 


Motor truck operatora every- 
‘where are beginning to realize that 
‘the efficiency of the truck depends 
‘almost entirely upon the efficiency 
af the driver. In employing 8 
careless or neglectful driver er 2 
driver who acts contrary to instruc- 
tions, the operator faces a loss. So 
says E. Richard Just of the Just- 
Crackel Rubber-Company, local dis- 
tributor of Goodrich truck tires and 
a faithful student of trucking 
problems. 

“As one of the first essentials of 
successful motor truck operation, 
you must win the co-operation of 
the driver,” says Mr. Just. “His 
judgment decides the results ob- 
tained from an investment—in many 
cases of from.44000 to $6000. Prac- 
tically all of his working hours are 
spent beyond the supervision of his 
employer, and at all times he must 
be vigilant and constantly on the 
alert to the various factors which 


three or four times normal With 
the truck overloaded, this strain in- 
creases to seven or eight times nor- 
mal and should the driver over- 
speed, the strain increases to an 
even greater extent. In addition to 
watching these points, the driver 
must be skillful in the management 
of the clutch, the selection of gears 
and the overhauling and general up- 
keep of the truck. 

“Recently a motor truck publica- 
tion wrote te motor truck manufac- 
turers asking them for the most 
pressing problem facing the motor 


truck industry. An overwhelming 
number of replies stated that the 
biggest need was a remedy for over- 
loading and  overspeeding. This 
remedy is squarely up to the driver, 
but he must be guided by his em- 
He knows that overloading 


ployer. 
and overspeeding is bad for his 
truck, but ‘he would obey - orders 


more quickly if he knew “why.” He 
probably knows that overapeeding is 
destructive, but not that dpubling 
the speed increases the violence of 
road shock fourfold. 

“Many operators use simple 
lustrations with decided and iast- 
ing effect. For instance the im- 
portance of proper lubrication can 
be explained So that it will stick in 
the driver's mind. By showing him 
a piece of, polished steel under a 
microscope and pointing out that 
the jagged outline—visible to the 
naked eye—must be filled up with 
oll in order to prevent the edges 
from causing damage he is im- 
pressed more than being merely told 
to ‘oll up.” Edueating the driver 
is largely up to the operator, for 
the average driver is eager and 
willing to learn. 

“There are manhy ways of get- 
tine and holding the driver’s inter- 
est. They may be summed up in 
two fundamentals. First, the driver 
should be treated squarely. This 
can probably best be accomplished 
by equipping ehis truck with a me- 
chanical recorder which will give 
him credit for the work he does. 
The second method its the instalia- 
tion of a bonus system. The unique 
position of motor-truck pilot as a 
free agent almost requifes a bonus 


system and the investment at stake 
justified it.”

Local Manufacturer will Put Out New 
Type of Motor Passenger Bus. 


Watt L. Moreland, general man- 
ager of the Moreland Motor Truck 
Company, has, after a number of 
years of work, perfected a new type 
of highway passenger vehicle that 
will provide a greater factor of safe- 
ty than is now present in vehicles 
used for passenger transportation.

This type of transportation for 
short distance trips has become so 
widespread, particularly in Califor- 
nia, that it is safe to assume that 
the day of short-line railroads ‘s 
practically gone.

TAKE CARE OF YOUR CAR. | 


“There would be less visits to re- 
pair shops if motorists would only 
take reasonable care of their cars,” 
said L. M. Rash, sales manager of 
the Chalmers retail repartment of 
the Greer-Robbins Company, State 
Chalmers distributor. 

“Here is one way that a car can 
be made to last longer, and many 
motorists do not realize the para- 
mount importance of the operation, 
drain the oi) from the crank case 
every 2000 miles, clean the case out 
with kerosene and then fill it up 
again with fresh oil. By following 
this rule the motorist will save 
many a dollar in repairs and pro- 
long the life of the motor. 

“The importance of following this 
advice fs not appreciated by many, 
by an examination of the oil taken 
fram a case that has been run a 
reason without cleaning will quickly 
convince the owner of the necessity 
of this service. 

“A great many owners are under 
the impression that a car's lubrica- 
tion is properly looked after so long 
as they’ pour in from time to. time 
sufficient oil to maintain the proper 
level In the crank case. This is im- 


portant, but the off must be free 
from sediment and grit and the only 
way this can be accomplished is by 
changing the oil and cleaning the 
case regularly. 

“Automobile engine olls are com- 
pounded from oils which have a 
range of boiling points from low to 
high. Each time the oil is circv- 
lated through the motor a certain 
percentage of it is lost through 
evaporation caused by heat. Tha 
part of the gil lost is that with the 
lowest boiling point. That part of 
the oil with the next highest bolling 
point, which is not lost through heat, 
is &corched and its lubricating value 
consequently reduced. The  per- 
centage of this scorched and black- 
ened ofl im the crank case Increases 
as the original supply continues to 
be used, 

“In addition to this worn and 
carbonized oil, a considerable per- 
centage of kerosene and other heavy 
portions of the fuel leak past the 
pistons and mix with the ‘ubricania. 
After this dilution passes a certa'n 
percentage, cylinders, pistons and 
rings wear rapidly. Understanding 
these things, motorists should see the 
importance of changing the oll as 
first suggested and cleaning the 
crank case.”

“ HAT study do you like best, Juan?” 

I asked of a bright Indian iad. 
“Drawing and painting,” was the quick re 
sponse as he picked up a poppy and asked, 
“If I have a good spelling lesson this after- 
noon may I paint this flower on the outside 
of my spelling blank?” Qf course I said 
that he might do so for as a rule Juan 
missed in that particular study. 

They are very fond of games of all kinds, 
especially ball and never tire of music. 
Some have phonographs. One boy of 18 
Was not permitted to graduate because he 
was behind his grade in arithmetic. I soon 
observed that he had become discouraged 
and that instead of trying to solve his prob- 
lems he would spend the time drawing 
“Wouldn't you like to become an artist ant 
earn your living painting?” questioned 1. 


His big brown eyes flashed as though . 


charged with electricity and he smiled up 
at me: “I'm only an Indian. I can't vote 
so I know that I can’t be an artist.” 

“Now Carlos.” said I, “if you will have 
a perfect arithmetic lesson every day I 
shall ask the Indian farmer to make ar- 
rangements with the artist who is sketcb- 
ing here to teach you. Is ita bargain?” 

“Do you think that a famous artist like 
that would bother~ himself teaching a2 
Indian?” 

“You do your part and I shall do mine,” 
1 admonished with the result that he as- 
tonished the trustees and the superintend- 
ent with his knowledge of mathematics 
and was graduated with honors. 


A Teacher Proves a Friend in 
Need to Her Pupils’ Family. 


rT HY doesn’t Carlos attend school? 
Querried [ of the chief of the tribe 
who was called El Capitan. He pointed 
to his bare feet and dolefully shaking his 
head replied: “Mucha mela! Mucha mala! 
He soon die; put in the ground. Heap dig 
foot. He jump from pinto on rusty nail.” 

After school had been dismissed for the 
day I told the district clerk. what 1 had 
learned about the non-attendance of the 
Indian boy. “Take some coal oil end car- 
tor oil, soap and a white cloth,” said he. 
“and have his mother bathe the foot with 
hot water then saturate the cloth with the 
kerosene and bind up the wound. The cas- 
tor ofl will do the rest. Turpentine is ex- 
cellent but kerosene will do.” sf 

When I arrived at the reservation the 
sun had set and the hut was so that 
1 almost stepped on a papoose 
lying, bandaged from neck to feet, on an 
old sack in front of the smok'ng fireplace. 
Poor Carlos was lying on an 
corner, burning with fever and 
leg were swollen as if with 
medicine man, the poet, the bistorian and 
the chief gathered around to watch me and 
to obey my orders. They seemed to think 
la maestra, the teacher, omiscient. 

After my first visit with its miraculous 
results, the Indians sent for me for all 
o@tasions. 1 was even called at midnight 
when a woman who had given birth to twin 
boys was supposed to be dying. There 
was not a physician nearer than sixty miles

and we were in the mountains where the 
roads were very rough. - 

1 told the men to get another woman, 
the wife of a trustee, and then I would go 
1] took tea, castor oil, brandy, a hot water 
bottle and white bread with me. The 
mother and her twin sons lived and waxed 
strong, and were full of health. 


The red men are born hunters and enjoy 
riding the range after cattle and branding 
and vaccinating the steers and heifers. 
They are the best vaqueros because they 
are absolutely fearelss an@ never complain 
of heat, hunger or fatigue. They wil! re 
main in the saddle all day with nothing to 
eat but a piece of “jerkie,” dried beef, and 
a crust of bread. 


The Indians Lived According to 
Nature and Were Healthy. 


MAINES are evidently unknown to 
these original people for they will skin 
and eat an animai, which they have found 
dead, without caring in the least what 
caused its death or how long it has been 
in that condition, yet they suffer no ill ef- 
fects from doing so. Their teeth are white 
and strong, their eyes bright and their 
nerves excellent in spite of the fact that 
they have no windows in their houses and 
keep the doors closed and live without any 
regard whatsoever for sanitation. 


In these contract schools the Indians 
sit by themselves and have their own basin, 
soap and towels) 


“How do you like to study hygiene?” a 
visitor asked the crown prince or son of 
the chief. The young man thought a 
minute, then looking directly at his ques- 
tioner replied defiantly: “When you white 
people first came to our country you foun) 
us living according to the laws of nature, 
which are those of hygiene. You compelled 


| us to become civilized as you call it; I 


should call it devitalized. You made us 
live in houses, cook on stoves and sleep m 
beds. It was very hard for us to adapt our 
selve to your way, but we did our best, and 
now we have to come to school to unlearn 
it all again. You tell us now to sleep out 
in the open and to live as much as possible 
according to nature!” 

The Indians dearly tove literature. At 
first 1 thought that they were trying to 
steal the school books, for they hid theni 
and took them home. I soon found that 
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the object was to read them to the parents 
and grandparents; then I gave them H- 
brary books and papers to take to the reser- 
vation. They were so delighted that they 
very soon had read every book ir the school 
library and were asking for more. 

“Our old men tell us stories of the sun 
and moon, of the wind and sea and of the 
stars,” said a bright laa. “They are very 
interesting. We i sit around a big fire 
nights and listen until we forget all about 
this earth. There are spirits, too, but we 
have incantations and other ceremonies to 
keep them from hurting us.” 

When they have their fiesta a house is 
built for the occasion which is designated 
as the flesta house. It is perfectly round, 
has no windows and only one door which 
is kept securely shut. The ceremonies be- 
gin at 6 o'clock p.m. and continue until 6 
o'clock a.m. 

In the first place the men of the local 
tribe, ably assisted by visitors from the 
neighboring tribes, sit at a table prepared 
by the women and feast on chicken, coffee 
and ellota, ground acorns. Of course the 
boys, being young men, eat with their eld- 
ers. They all wear their hats at the table, 
es it is out of doors. When they have 
satiated themselves their women folk rise 
from their seats on the ground away in the 
background, and appease their hunger on 
the fragments of the feast. The omnipres- 
ent dogs lie around watching for their 
share. 


The Indian Parent Teaches 
Discipline Without Nagging. 


HE dogs and the children of these red 
men are never scolded or whipped 
neither are they petted and spoiled. They 
are left alone just as the young of other 
animals are and | must say that for obedi- 
ence I have never seen their equal. 
Indian speaks to his dog or to his child 
a low tone and he speaks but oncéy 
order is obeyed muy pronto. 
Another thing that I observed 
reservation is that the cats and 
and drink together without fear.

torture an animal just for amusement as. 
unfortunately, some of

Physical Education. 


ie: political doctors are insisting on 
medical examinations of school chil- 
dren—and consequently harmful “minor 
operations”"—why do they not urge system 
atic physical exercise, so as to build up 
sound minds in sound bodies. Is it per- 
haps because there is nothing “in it” for 
them? 

As I have said, the training need not be 
military. Here is an extract from the Lon- 
don Nation: 


“A most important ccnclusion has now 
been established by experience. It is this: 
The best material for an army is not pro 
duced by military drill. What is wanted in 
young men is the full development of their 
limbs and minds, giving carriage, tone, 
muscle and readiress. Military drill kills 
interest and spirit in boys; it becomes 
wearisome and monotonous. Routine drill 
is necessary in an army, but it puts the 
finishing and not the creative touches. It 
ie -not educational in itself, for in some 
sense it tends to cramp the mind; nor is 
it the best means of training eye or hand 
or muscle. If, therefore, we want to pro 
duce men who will make good soldiers 
quickly, we cannot do better than give 
them a generous and well-considered sys- 
tem of physical training in adolescence. in 
which marching, drill and rifie drill wonlo 
be the very subordinate element. In the 
army, it must be remembered, Swedish 
exercises are an important part of military 
training. Hence, whether we are fearing 
war in the future, or pseparing for peace in 
the future, wisdom aad prudence call for 
the same measures.”

The Mind Must Predominate 
Over the Body. : 


YE NOW are carrying the burden of 
all that is harmful among animals. 
We must diseipline our minds until they can 
command our bodies, making of them good 
servants and not masters. The man who 
cannot control his body is foredoomed to 
failure; the earlier he achieves bodily con- 
trol the sooner hw will gain success. That 
nation whose citizens have best bodily con- 
trol will be best mentally controlled. If 
that mental control which means moral 
control be not achieved, the sooner man’ 
shall vanisly from the earth, leaving room 
here for the development of some other and 
eome worthier organism, the better. 


“At present the frank human being must 
admit that we are confronted by a world 
condition which gives cause for wonder. 
During the war hard-headed materialists 
have come to realize, however, that* there 
is something beyond materialism: stirrings 
of idealism have been felt in almost every 
quarter. They will be made permanent and 
bear fruit only if they are accompanied by a 
physical development which will encourage 
and make possible among the great mass 
of the people the present ultimate of mental 
development. I take it for granted that 
tuward that mind developntent there now 
exists an impulse. 


“The one thing about the whole vast 
military struggle which impressed me as 
most pitiful was the letdown which oc. 
curred as soon as the armistice was signed. 
Here in the United States, and I am told, 
throughout the Allied countries, people 
were in a state of exaltation: all were sol- 
diers in a crusade for the best things of 
life; they were keyed up to service with- 
out consideration of personal reward or 
count of cost. There were profiteers here, 
as elsewhere; but, speaking generally, there 
had been a mental awakening which had 
led to a spiritual awakening. 

“I was emazed and I think most other 
thoughtful observers wer, by our almost 
instantaneous drop back into the common- 
place, the trivial, int» anxieties over com- 
merce and tendencies toward selfish inter- 
Tt is all quite 
wrong. 

“I would urge against devitalizing. We 
are not too tired to keep up idealism: we 
ure not sufficiently unwise not to know 
that what was good in war time may be bet 
ter during peace. Evils which exist are 
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vould mear moral independence. We ought 
to laugh to scorn the man who has achieved 
financial success and is physically unfit. 
We ought to blame, not pity, the man or 
voman who, having had the chance for 
knowledge, fails to observe those rules 
which mean real fitness. Such individuals 
are perils, they are burdens, they are re- 
prehensible—or will be reprehensible as 
soon as we come to a realization of the 
facts of life. 

“ To sum up: 
about yourself. 

“If you learn that you are defective find 
out how best and quickest to correct your 
defects. 

“Learn that happiness comes only from 
decent living, from such adjustment of 
work, play, exercise, food, drink, rest and 
yrotection from infections as will preserve 
you to long life and make each year you 
live potentially effective.”

“Devils’ Roofs.” 

Visitors to Switzerland alone can appre- 
ciate the dangers of crevasses in the ice 
sheets; but in the Antarctic they are more 
numerous and attain far greater dimensions 
than in Switzerland. They lie hidden under 
the snow and very often the explorer does 
not know that he is on a crevasse until he 
has traveled some yards, and then he hears 
a hollow sound. He will then wonder 
whether to go on or to turn back, but ex- 
perience has taught that the greater danger 
may be incurred by turning back. 

Crevasses are pecenliar to the ice sheets 
overland. They are nonexistent at the 
North Pole because there the ice is a frozen 
ocean. All Antarctic expeditions have had 
te negotiate the difficulties of crevasses, 
and sometimes their existence has com- 
pelied the explorers to make a detour of 
many miles. 

Where land juts out into the sea or, to be 
more precise, into an ice sheet in the Ant: 
arctic, several crevasses will be found radi- 
ating from this point. Some have been 
known to be fifty yards wide and 2000 feet 
deep. Instances are also found where a 
sledge has sunk half way through the ice 
roof and has been rescued with the greatest 
difficulty. In these cases the explorers were 
luckily roped to the sledge, but they had the 
uncomfortable experience of being sus- 
pended over a deep chasm. .

‘Cost of Food. 


1% prevailing high range of food 


prices is a “condition, not a theory.” 

Few reasonable persons 

that the cost of food would decline, 
immediately after the armistice, but most 
of us hoped and expected that soon there 
after there would be a gradual decrease in 
the cost of living. Such hag not been the 
case. Nine months hate passed, and in- 
stead of a decline, there has in some cases 
even been an increase. 

I published recently figures showing that, 
in the middle of July prices of tmported 
staple foods in Germany were about the 
same as in Los Angeles, and sevéral of 
them much lower. 

We are given all sorts of explanations of 
this, but the people are suspicious when 
“they hear of cattle that cannot be sold, 
warehouses bursting with hides, enormous 
crops of grain and the largest domestic 
sugar crop in six years. ' 

This condition of affairs may be viewed 
with equanimity by merchants, and manvu- 
faeturers, and mechanics, but it is rough on 
those who have to depend for a living on a 
moderate fixed salary. 

In Europe the people are doing more than 
growl. In Italy, riots and threatened revo- 
lution led to the cutting of food prices in 
half. How they did it I do not know, but 
they did it. 


In France, a bill was introduced in the 
Legislature making death the penalty for 
food profiteering. Subsequently the govern- 
ment was defeated on the food question. 

At such a time as this the question of 
nourishment in food is an important one. 
You need not know a lot about protein, and 
carbohydrates, and “calories,” but you 
should certainly know something of what 
the food, with which you build your body, 
costs you. I do not refer to the cost at the 
grocery, but to the ‘cost of the nourishment 
in the food. In this there is quite an amaz- 
ing difference, as you may see when I tell 
you that in a pound of cornmeal, the chear- 
est food on the market, there are thirteen 
and one-quarter ounces of food, the rest 
being water, whereas, in a pound of eggs 
there are only four ounces. Therefore, 
while the nourishment in cornmeal costs 
you, at the present price, about 5% cents a 
_,jpound, the nourishment in a pound of eggs 
—or say, in about eight eggs—costs you 
$1.60 per pound. 

Incidentally T may mention that most of 
the “egg substitutes” are composed mainly 
of yellow cornmeal. 

Rice is almost as cheap as cornmeal, and 
unpolished rice is a nourishing food, al- 
though whulemeal rice is better. 

Fortunately for the poor man, the cheap- 
est foods on the market are the best. 

The Secretary of Agriculture estimates 
that American families waste annually, in 
the kitchen, food to the value of $700,000,- 
000. A French peasant family would live 
on what the average family of an American 
mechanic wastes. In France they know 
how to stew cheap meat and make it appe 
tizine. Americans think they must have 
chunks of meat. The coarsest parts of the 
animal, stewed in a closed pot, with vege- 
tables. makes a more appetizing dish. Eaten 
with salad thi« will not only satisfy hunger, 
but nourish the body. 

Vegetarians may substitute nuts or cor 
tage cheese or beans for meat. Cheese is a 
‘pourishine food, that should be more used. 
Avold altogether such starvation foods as 
white bread and refined sugar. They are 
dear at any price. 

The so-called “breakfast foods” are con- 
venient, but expensive. A professor of the 
University of Nebraska recently told a 
farmer’s congress that housewives who buy 
these foods, pay 25 cents for less than 4% 
cents’ worth of wheat. Get a small hand 
m ll and grind your grain. Then you have 
it fresh. 

Never peel potatoes. In doing so you 
waste much of the most valuable properties 
of the tuber. Boll them in their skins, or 
bake them, and eat some of the skin. 

Skim milk is a cheap food—if you can 
get it. Also buttermilk. Skim milk con- 
tains all the nourishment in whole milk, 
except about 3% per cent. of fat. 

Stale bread is far more wholesome than 
fresh bread. It is often sold by bakeries 
at half price. 

You must of course include in your menu 
some raw green stuff and fresh fruit. You 
may reward these as medicine.

In conclgsion, reproduce this better, 
printed in The Times: 

“There is but one effective cure for the 
high cost of living. This cure is a certain 
amount of self-denial on the part of tne 
consumer. Stop buyfme the abnormally 
high priced commodities and see how quick 
they'll tumble. But we Americans must 
have and will have what we want—not what 
we need—and the result is no end of profi- 
teering. Self-indulgence is the real caude 
of the whole trouble.” 


To this I said that self-indulgence and 
felfishness are at the root of most of our 
social troubles.

Children 
are born on the stage, to Mlustrate a harmful 
and already discredited method of doping 
mothers, and the horrors of syphilis are 
magnified, to boost misleading methods of 
diagnosis and treatment. 


Perhaps we may soon have moving pic 
ture exhibitions displaying the mercies and 
beauties of vivisection. 

All this is part of a carefully worked out 
plan of medical propaganda.

Between 1530—when the earliest fire of 
which living pine trees give us any authen- 
tic record, cccurred—-and the year 1700, the 
evidence is meager and rather hard to find. 
But a living record of forest conflagrations 
occurring during the last two centuries, or 
since 1700, is both complete and intenselr 
interesting. 

By cutting down trees which bear old fire 
scars and counting back on the annual 
tings (each one of which indicates one 
year’s growth) it is established that par- 
thealarly severe fires occurrei during the 
years 1702, 1708, 1720, 1726, 1736, 1746, 
1760, 1757, 1767, 1776, 1784, 1795, 1804, 1814, 
1822, 1829, 1837, 1842, 1851, 1856, 1865, 187), 
1879, 1886, 1889 and 1899. 


. Many other fires occurred, but the years 
listed witnessed, according to the evidence 
of still living trees, fires which covered big

ha@ survived every one of the many fires 
recorded, although several bore scars from

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The fact that, during the past forty years 
(which is as long as we have any authentic 
local weather bureau records) the bad “fire 
years” as they might be termed, have coin- 
cided with those seasons during which pre 
cipitation was subnormal and “dry” ‘ight- 
ning storms (such as the one of June 12, 
1918, which started 150 forest fires in the 
State) were prevalent, undoubtedly ac 
counts for the simultaneous fire outbreaks 
of the previous centuries. 

Were these forest holocausts? Did they 
devour everything in their path? Evidently 
not, for much of the area over which they 
barned—and burned on an average of once 
in every eight years—still bears merchant- 
able timber. And this fact in itself—a fact 
which has held good through three and one- 
half centuries—350 years during which no 
attempt at fire control was made—offers 
strong corroborative evidence to the be 
lief expressed by many foresters that our 
California pine timber stands little or no 
danger of such widespread devastating fires 
as swept Minnesota in the fall of 1918. 

Why, then, should we worry about forest 
They have burned—periodically, it 
is true, but unchecked—for the past 380 
odd years, and California still has forests. 

The answer may be found in our North- 
ern California brush fields (we have, scat- 
tered through the timber beit, some two 
million acres of nontimbered or sparsely 
timbered brush lands, the majority of which

HE accounts of what actually happened

S THEY ran on they became aware 

that a’large company of men armed 
“with bows and arrows” were going along 
with them, while others were going againat 
the enemy's trenches.

though such a conspicuous figure, not one 
of them had been able to hit him. 

In telling the story the English officer 
said that he had not himself perceived this 
figure on the white horse, assumed to have 
teen St. George, but he had seen and very 
plainly the body of archers.. An additional 
thrill is given to this episode when it is 
learned that according to all accounts the 
German dead, killed by this mysterious 
legion, bore no visible wounds upon their 
bodies. 


Most of the accounts are much the same 
in general outline though varying in detail. 
The leader wa. recognized (7) as St. 
George, St. Michael, or Joan d’Arc according 
to the nationality of the soldiers who saw 
the figures; and in each instance hundreds 
of men—not only the ignorant and the su 
perstitious but many of them officers hoid- 
ing important commands, men of culture 
and refinement—all have been willing t“ 
stake their faith on the actuality of what 
they had seen. 

Before any account of these strange and 
uneanny happenings on the battle front had 
reached England a strange thing occurred. 
When first the retreat from Mons was given 
out In London a wonderfully brilliant and 
touching story appeared in the London Eve- 
ning News. It told of the miraculous ap- 
pearance of English archers of Agincourt 
coming to the defense of thetr countrymen 
when sore pressed by the Germans, and 
whose “singing arrows fled so swift and 
thick that they darkened the air.” 

The writer of the story was Arthur 
Machen, a writer not altogether unknown 
to fame and said to be one of the great 
masters of English literature. He is @ 
Welshman and has written several note- 
worthy books, and this, his latest effort in 
the paper to whose staff he is attached, 
was immediately seized upon both by the 
church and the laity; rich and poor alike 
accepted the story as a pen picture of what 
bad actually transpired while their country- 
men were in dire peril. A thrill of thank- 
fulness ran through the city. “If the Lord 
is for us, who shall be against us?” and so 
despite the chagrin at defeat, despite the 
sorrowing for their dead, prevailed the 
thought that the very dead themselves— 
their ancestors of Crecy and Agincourt— 
had come to their aid under the leadership 
of their patron suint, and had made again 
effective the old time rallying cry of “St 
George and Merrie England.” The pride of 
England got a nudge although “me?ry” 
England has been a misnomer for some 
centuries.

These stories from the front were varia 
tions in detail from the Machen account, 
but it is to be borne In mind that none of 
these “miraculous appearances” became cur- 
rent in London until after the publication 
of the story in the daily press. The inci- 
dent created such intense feeling that Ar 
thur Machen published a book—igsued in 
this country by Putnam's—containing a 
plain and most interesting account of his 
part in the legend. While not denying the 
possibility of miraculous intervention, -he, at 
thé same time, cannot credit his own story. 

If the human senses could penetrate and 
eo behind the mere phenomena of material 
things one could then see life split up into 
as many differentiations as here on the 
physical plane; byt science cannot say what 
life itself is down here, much less attempt 
to explain how it manifests on the inner 
planes of being. But occult science teaches 
something and philosophy helps out some- 
what. 

Of course one may brush all the state- 
ments made regarding the angels at Mons 
aside on the ground of “collective hallucina- 
tion” stimulated into ectivity by suggestion. 
But the angel story is only one of many, 
and this summary way of dealing with 
them cannot be accepted when we know 
that other strange things took place on the 
Italian and Russian fronts, to be adverted 
to later.

Angels Take Form According 
to Mind of Beholder. 


, IN trying to get a line on whe mys 
teries of the battle front one has to 
confront an initial fact—that the tempera- 
mental make-up of the persons seeing the 
apparitions had a good deal to do with the 
coloring and form with which such appari- 
tion was endowed.

The smoke cleared and the sentry still 
walked up and down. We stood for a moe 
ment motionless as if thunderstruck, Ther 
Goethe tossed hig head like an angry lion. 
‘Now we'll graprile the ghost hand to hand,’ 
he cried, and forgetting his white hairs, he 
rushed on in front of me like a young man. 
Suddenly we stopped and looked at each 
other perplexed. ‘Where is the sentry? 
Nothing to be seen of him anywhere. We 


’ even stamped on the ground all round to see 


if a hollow sound would reveal a subter 
ranean passage— nothing, absolutely noth- 
ing to be found.” 

Many other experiences of Goethe might 
he related, and he declared that clairvoy- 
ence and other supernormal faculties not 
only exist in the nature of man but that 
they necessarily exist. 

But if the race was willing to learn from 
the experience of the past-—if history really 
did teach, we would speedily learn that all 
these supernormal experiences have been 
repeated over and’ over again. Verily, there 
is nothing new under the sun.

Protect Fruit Growers 


_ BILL which will do much to help farm- | 
ers’ and fruit growers’ »aarketing or- | 
ganizations everywhere has been intro- | 
duced into Congress by Representative | 
Barbour of Fresno. It is designed to pro- | 
tect the producer from possible prosecution | 
under a narrow interpretation of the Sher- | 
man or Clayton anti-crust laws. Orange, 
walnut, bean, milk and butter producers | 
have combined to market their products | 
efficiently, and it is with a view of making | 
clear the status of these benefictal organ- 
izations that the bill is being introduced. 


The organization of producers throughout 
the State has been fostered by the Federal 
and State officials through the tarm bureau 
system, and efficient methods of marketing 
and the reductoin of waste have resulted in 
more money to the producer without add- 
ing proportionately to the burden of the 
consumer.

ALIFORNIA livestock raisers and mem | 


bers of livestock record associations

The campaign will be 
started simultaneously in all the States on 
October 1.

grade stock and also to improve the quality 
of pure-breds themselves. It has been 
evolved through long and careful observa- 
tion of the livestock industry in this coun- 
try and after extensive consultation with 
specialists and breeders. 
NATION'S MILK AVERAGE LOW. 

For many years this country has con- 
tained thousands of the finest specimens of 
live-stock in the world, but in spite of that 
fact the quality and productive capacity of 
the average farm herd and flock is still low. 
For instance, the average dairy cow in the 
United States yields about 4000 of 
milk @ year, a re scarcely two-thirds the 
average production in some European coun- 
tries, such as Denmark. The United States 
has thousands of cows which have milk 
yields of more than 12,000 pounds—double 
the Danish average—but on the other hand 
it has hundreds of thousands which are kept 
for milk and yet yield only a small fraction 
as much product as the best cows, though 
receiving nearly as much feed and care. 

The difference in milk yield is due in 
large measure to a difference in breeding, 
but a herd of low production can be 


Among all classes of live stock a similar 
condition exists. Proper breeding of beef 
animals results in better and more uniform 
stock, having a greater percentage of de- 
sirable cuts of meat and a smaller quantity 
of bone, offal and inedible parts. Likewise 
in swine, sheep, goats and poultry produc 
tion, the kind of parent stock largely deter- 
mines the quality and market value of the 
products. The crusade of improvement now 
to undertaken is the. outgrowth of inves- 
tigations in genetics, of livestock observa- 
tions in many countries, and a close study 


Officials of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
and others who have considered the prob- 
lem from every angle are convinced that it 
is possible to hasten the natural course of 
livestock evolution with benefit to the na- 
tion. They are confident also that the live 
stock men of the country are eager to under- 
take the task. 

The means of accomplishing most of the 
improvement—which affects about 200,000,- 
000 head of live stock, besides poultry—will 
be through wider distribution and increased 
use of pure-bred sires and dams. 

Once the use of pure-bred sires becomes 
general throughout the country the process 
of grading up will be rapid. Many experi- 
ments and also practical experience, when 
good.sires are used, show that within three 
generations most of the individuals in @ 
serub herd headed by a pure-bred male re 
semble pure-bred animals in appearance. 1 
a few more generations, under skill 
breeding, the former serub stock is graded 
up to such an extent that for production of 
meat and other animal products, they are 
practically as useful as pure-breds. The 
chief difference between a “high-grade” ani- 
mal and a purebred is in the value fof 
breeding. Only the latter can be used in 
producing pure-bred breeding stock. More- 
over only pure-breds are eligible to registry. 


DAIRY ANIMALS AT 
HOME AND ABROAD, 


Twenty-nine countries each have more 
than 2,000,000 cattle. The United States has 
not the greatest number, as many people 
suppose, but ranks second to India by more 
than 100,000,000. During the last thirty- 
three years Guernseys led by far all other 
breeds in numbers of pure-bred cattle im- 
ported into this country, and of the five 
breeds leading the importations, four were 
distinctly dairy types. 

More than 8750 Guernsey cattle were im- 
ported; Jerseys ranked second in numbers, 
with Durhams, including Shorthorns, third, 
Holsteins fourth, and Ayrshires fifth The 
volume of pure-bred catile importations has 
been extremely variable. 

These are a few of many facts about the 
dairy industry that are brought out in Cir- 
cular No. 7, recently pudlished by the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
which show, chiefly by graphic charts, the 
trend of the industry in this country and 
its relation to the world trend. 

The circular reports statistics of cattle in 
the various countries as far back as 1850, 
when the earliest dependable information 
was recorded. wompared with other 
decades, the world has had more cattle in 
recent years than ever before, although it 
must be remembered. population has in- 
creased also. Owing to the wide variations 
in the quality of herds in the different coun- 
tries, the circular says, the charts must not 
be considered as an indication of relative 
meat or dairy resources. 

The circular says the general trend of 
cattle development is: First, work animals; 
next, raising cattle for commercial beef; 
and, finally, commercial dairying in addt 
tion to the business of meat production. ~ 


age and feeds are more abundant. 

The recent trend of cattle development 
indicates that beef production and dairy- 
ing are progressmg, generally, outside of 
the immediate war area. 

Countries which depend largely on im- 
ported feeds appear to maintain relatively 
few cattle In addition to their dairy cows, 
which have gradually replaced other cattle. 

Dairy cows have shown less fluctuation in 
number than total cattle. This condition is 
noteworthy throughout the world over 
periods including adverse conditions, 
as disease, drought, and war. 

European experiences indicate that when 
a country has reached the practical limit of 
cattle the land will maintain further in- 
crease of milk production is obtained by 
improving the yield per cow. 

It appear logical that the United States 
can best meet changed world conditions, 
first, by increasing simultaneously both 
number and quality of tts cattle; 
by constant attention, to economy of pro 
duction: and third, by maintenance of cat- 
tle raising and dairying in conjunction with

A mature rabbit will eat eight ounces of 
Grain for breakfast, and about twelve ounces 
of alfalfa and greens for supper. While a 
rabbit, especially the Giant varieties, will 
consume more bulk of food than a hen, it is 
not a costly ration. 

Although the Flemish giants eat a fittle 
more than the New Zealand Reds, which are 
considered by many to be the ideal breed 
the rate of developmnt of the former is 
more rapid. 

Flemish giants are of three colors, steel 
gray, light gray and black. The steel gray 
are the most popular because of their great- 
er weight and general desirable qualities. 
Bucks and does over eight months old, of 
this breed, now sell for so high a price that 
few find their way to the market. Often a 
Fiemish giant carcass dresses eight or nine 
pounds, and brings $3. It is claimed: these 
rabbits can be brought to maturity for 45 
to 55 cents. 

It is better to have four or five’ well 
nourished young rabbits than seven or eight 
in a weakling litter. Take all but five rab- 
bits from the doe when you examine the 
litter thirty hours after the doe gives birth 
to the youngsters, and either give the extra 
rabbits to a nurse doe already provided, or 
jestroy them. Some does can bring six or 
seven or even eight rabbits to maturity, but

RELATIVE VALUE AS FORAGE OF 
MILLETS, GRASSES AND SORGHUMS. 


BY H. L. 


{Mr. Musser, who Is one of the best authori- 
ties on the growing of forage under Southwest- 
ern. conditions and who has imported many 
valuable forage plants from Africa and Aus- 
tralia, herewith gives the results of his tests 
in the growing of twenty-one varieties of 
silage sor- 
ghuma, twelve spectes of millet and five varieties 
of silage corn.—Editor.] 

HE following grasses, millets and sor- 
ghums were planted in the test plot

Grasses—Napier, pata, guinea, cocksfoot, 
wild rye, Paspalum, diletatum, fog, billion 
dollar, Rhodes, Natal, Gromus enermis, 
Merker, red top, Italian rye, Chewing's fes- 
cue, sesame, wonder forage, smilo, teff and 
Sudan grass. 

Sorghums—Dwarf broom, tall broom, Ja- 
panese sugar cane, Kaoliang, ribbon cane, 
shallu, feterita, white milo, dwarf milo, 
Egyptian corn, dwarf milo, Shrock Kafiir, 
honey, silver tip and amber sorghums. 

Millets—Peari, Italian, hog, whip-poor- 
will, red, Japanese, golden, brown-top, Chi- 
nese, Indian, white wonder and large-head- 
ed millets. 

Silage corn—Red cob, Bureka, Orange 
county, hickory king, Pima. 

Miscellaneous—Velvet beans, Biloxi soy 
beans, Pennsylvania broad leaf tobacco and 
dwart sunflower. 

LESSONS LEARNED. 

The sorghums, saccharine and non-sac- 
charine suffered because of cool nights and 
foggy mornings during April, which re- 
sulted in their going to seed prematurely 
and before the proper growth was attained. 

Indian corn and millet are slightly har- 
dier than sorghums. 

All trials showed the effect of uneven 
irrigation due to the fact that red clay soil 


does not sub-irrigate readily.

OW that the fruit is of and out of 
the way, it is time to give those apri 
cot trees a summer pruning. With 

the young trees, of course, there is no ne 
cessity of waiting this late in the season, 
and they should have been attended to be 
fore this time. But with the bearing trees, 
for reasons of convenience both in handling 
the trees as well as in disturbing the crop 
as little as possible, it is best to walt until 
the crop is off before giving them their 
annual summer pruning. For it is possibile, 
by a judicious pruning at this season of 
the year, to encourage the trees to concen- 
trate on food manufacture and storage, 
to the end that strong, plump fruit buds are 
made for next season's crop, fruit buds not 
only better filled with reserve food, but 
thereby the better able to withstand winter 
drouth or eold temperatures, should such 
occur. 

Summer pruning may accomplish two 
distinct purposes. If you have been using 
the old pruning system of severe heading 
back, and your trees are making a luxuriant 
wood growth (probably at the expense of 
fruiting,) summer pruning may be the 
means of aiding to bring your trees back 
into balance, with resultant better crops. 
The shock following the cutting off of a 
considerable part of the leaf area, and par 
ticularty the most inefficient leaf area, in- 
duces a tendency, which, other things be 
ing equal, throws the tree more to the 
fruiting habit. 

Another and very important function of 
summer pruning, even in trees having 4 
very good balance and producing satisfac 
tory crops, lies in the benefit resulting to 
the tree by the removal of the more inefii- 
cient parts. For it has definitely been 
proven bx laboratory experiments that 
those pale, watery green leaves on the 
strong growing vegetative shoots evaporate 
many times the amount of water per unit 
of area as do those rich, black-green, pulpy 
leaves on the slower growing, more firmly 
knit fruit-bearing shoots. And not only do 
they lose many times the amount of 
precious moisture, but the comparatively 
small amount of green coloring matter 
contained in them (as evidenced by the 
pale color and transparency) makes them 
far less efficient when it comes to elabora- 
tion of plant food. 

REMOVE VIGOROUS SHOOTS. 


Those long, vigorous growing shoots are 
using all the food manufactured in their 
leaves and more, in rapid length growth, 
and at the same time drawing heavily on 
the water equilibrium establisied in the 
tree. They are in many respects like the 
prodigal son “wasting their substance in 
riotous living.” Up until the time when the 
leaf area becomes large enough and the 
character of the leaves such that they are 
self sustaining, these shoots are actual para- 
sites on the tree. 


They should not be allowed to remain, for |; 


they constitute tremendous drains on the 
food reserve and water balance of the tree. 
at a time when all its efforts are concen- 
trated on laying up a large reserve of 


plant food, and in filling up plump and|- 


thrifty fruit buds for next year. It is only 
necessary to examine one of those smaller 
fruiting parts bearing those rich, coriace 
ous, dark green leaves, to see that the fruit 
buds for next year are already plumping 
out, indicating plenty of food gtorage. Such 
a branch is not only taking care of itself but 
adding to the general food reserves of the 
tree as well. Then examine the buds on a 
so-called “sucker,” and notice the difference. 
How conical and pointed they are as com- 
pared to those on the fruiting part. No 
tice the absence of the lump behind the bud 
which indicates food storage. 
UPPER PART INEFFICIENT. 

All such vigorous growing shoots should 
therefore be cut out at once, and in addi- 
tion. it is possible to materially aid the

tree in functioning most economically by 
cutting back from one-third to one-half on 
those parts which one can readily see are 
mot to be left in the tree permanently, but 
removed probably at the next winter's prun- 
ing. For it is the upper third or half which 
evaporates most of the water, and is most 
inefficient. 

This cutting back must not be confused 
with “heading in” which we no longer feet 
is necessary or desirable. This cutting 
back is merely a temporary measure and it 
is used almost entirely on branches which 
are to come out later in the season. The 
question will at once be raised, “Why cut 
these branches back, why not take them 
out now?” The reason is that their re- 
moval, while in full leaf, would materially 
weaken the tree from the resultant reduc- 
tion in leaf area, all the while laying up 
plant food reserves. The object is to mere- 
ly take out the most inefficient tissues, and 
to leave the tree in as vigorous and healthy 
a condition as possible. Hence one can 
readily see that severe pruning at this time 
of year is very undesirable and calculated 
to injure the trees. Of course, in case the 
trees have been making too rich a growth, 
a certain amount of enervatiou is desirable. 
Summer pruning should be done advisedly, 
however. It is one of those things of which 
it may well be said, “A little goes a long 
se i and not “if a little is good, more ts 

tter.” 


BUILD A TRELLIS 
FOR TOMATOES. 


BY LUCY BENDER. 

Tomatoes are in need of much attention. 
They may have been neglected long. but it 
isn't too late yet. Cut those suckers off. 
Raise better, larger tomatoes, a few big 
fine fruits, one of which is worth many 
little scrawny tomatoes. 

A tomato vine showld have only four or 
five main branches. The rest shovld be 
treated as suckers—in every sense. They

velopment of the fruit. They are long and 
slender. Cut them off with a sharp knife. 
It is not too late, even if some of the fruit 
has formed. -

asking a more rigid guarantee that they get 
value received for these advanced prices, 
in the way of a more healthful animal, and 
they want a guarantee as to breeding quall- 
ties as well. 


While attending the fourteenth semi- 
annual sale of Guernseys at Waukesha, 
Wis., recently, buyers could not but be at- 
tracted by the guarantee that went with 
every animal sold. This guarantee con- 
sisted in an assurance that every animal 
was tuberculin tested by a qualified veteri- 
narian, with the privilege of re-test within 
sixty days, and if any reactions occurred, 
the purchase price was to be refunded. Be- 
sides this, all animals were guaranteed to 
be breeders. Such a guarantee as this 
xives purchasers more confidence in breed- 
ers, and there is a tendency to be more 
generous in their purchases because of this 
assurance. This is as it should be. If 
there is any thing that hurts. it is to be 
taken in by some unscrupulous breeder and 
loaded up with a lot of tuberculous and non- 
breeding cattle. This not only hurts the 
breeder making such sales, but reflects a 
suspicion upon every other breeder. Cali- 
fornia can make the live stock game what 
she will. If she wishes the reputation of 
some of the Eastern States, which have 
been the dumping ground of all States, she 
can have it. But, on the other hand, with 
the healthful conditions we have here, there 
is no reason why we should not have one 
of the most enviable reputations of any 
State in the Union as regards healthful ani- 
mals, and it is up to the breeders to make 
it 80. 

One of the greatest menaces to live stock 
improvement, and one that has much to 
do with the epread of infections and con- 
tagious diseases. is the public auction sale, 
through which animals are scattered in 
every direction, without any guarantee as 
to health conditions. T believe that a law, 
to the effect that all animals over six 
months of age offered at public auction 
eales should be tuberculin tested, would be 
a step in the rieht direction and be a 
larce factor in making the live-stock zame 
more attractive and remunerative. 

The getting back to the farm movement, 
which is so general throughout the coun- 
try, and is being taken up by men of means 
and probably little exvertence, .s negatived 
by the practice of these unscrupulous meth- 
ods, often the cause of much discouragement 
and dissatisfaction. But if a health guaran- 
tee had accompanied the stock in many 
cases, the venture would*have a tendency 
toward permanence and general satisfaction. 
A health certificate for all animals is natur- 
ally of greater worth to the man of small 
means than to the man of wealth, for the 
man of wealth, if unsuccessful, is not de- 
pendent on the income of the herd for his 
support.

VALUE OF BARLEY 
IN FEEDING HOGS. 


Barley is an important feed for hogs in 
the Southwest, both because of its avail- 
ability and because a smaller amount of 
expensive tankage is required with ground 
barley than with any other grain. In the 
Colorado River valleys, milo maize largely 
takes the place of barley at certain seasons, 
but the latter is probably the most generally 
used grain in regions where Indian corn is 
not a staple crop. 

Even in the Middle West, land of corn, 
feeding tests show the protein and carbo- 
hydrate value of bariey. In a Wisconsin 
feeding test, two lots of hogs were fed dif- 
ferent rations. Lot No. 1 were fed seven 
and one-half pounds of shelled corn and 
three-quarters of a pound of tankage daily, 
and Lot No. 2 were fed seven and three 
quarter pounds of ground barley, and one 
half pound of tankage daily. With every 100 
pounds of corn the pigs In Lot No. 1 ate 
9.7 pounds of tankage, while the pigs in Lot 
No, 2 consumed but seven pounds of tank- 
age to every 100 pounds of barley. The 
grain required for 100 pounds of gain was 
423 pounds for the barley-tankage fed hogs, 
and 384 pounds for the corn-tankage fed 
animals. But the difference in the relative 
costs of the two grains and in the tankage 
required was in favor of barley as a more 
economical feed.

AIDS TO CLEANLINESS 
IN MILK PRODUCTION. 


Because they see no dirt in milk, many 
dairymen suppose that their milk is clean. 
They make a very grave mistake. Dairy- 
men try to produce clean milk, but if their 
precautions end at the point where the 
visible dirt vanishes, they are not success- 


ful dairymen. The larger part of the dirt 
which gets into the milk dissolves and is

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THE HOME GARDENS. the class. Goubt tha be started by oud 


BY ARTHUR HENDERLEY. 

Tt ie unfortunate that most of the insect 
pests of the vegetable garden chose mid- 
summer, vacation time, for their onslaught 
against the plants brought to maturity with 
so much care by the gardener. At this 
time of the year the various pests are at 
their best, doing their worst, and those 
who want to reap the full benefit of their 
planting and cultivation labors will not re- 
lax their vigilance against their flying and 
crawling foes. 

Clean culture helps wonderfully in keep- 
ing down the garden pests. Keep the 
weeds out of the garden and also keep them 
clear from the edges of the patch. Many 
insects spend part of their life cycle on 
weeds fringing the garden. And do not 
allow the weeds to lay where they are cut. 
Rake them up and put them into the com- 
post bed, or burn .them. 

Slugs and snails like dark, damp cor- 
ners. 
or on fences protected from the light by 
vines and shrubs. See that none of these 
enemies of your garden make nightly trips 
from these sheltered spots to your tomato 
or cucumber vines. A dust malch tis prob- 
ably the best means of keepiag down the 
clugs and snails. They are unable to crawl 
over a ridge of dust. 

The home vegetable gardener who buys 
a four-bit sprayer is wise. Most of the 
pestiferous insects can be controlled by 
spraying. Those who raise vegetables for 
the market very often buy a compressed 
air sprayer. which ‘s almost essential for 
commercial gardeninz. 

Garden pests may be diviled into two 
classes, the sucking and the biting insects. 
Plant lice, or aphids, thrips, plant bugs and

suffocation or burning with a contact spray. 
For these ineects kerosene emulsion, or 
soap and kerosene mixed, lime sulphur, 
| nicotine solutions and soap sprays are rec- 
ommended. 

Arsenical sprays are best for the biting 
insects, and for some forms of this class 
of insects a poisoned bran inash bait is 
recommended. This ig best for the cut- 
worm, that arch enemy of the gardener. 
Mix thoroughly one-fourth pound of white 
arsenic with a peck of dry bran. Stir a 
pint of syrup or cheap molasses into five 
quarts of water. Mix the two and let stand 
for several hours. In the ev@ning scatter 
this bait thinly along the rows or around 
the bases of the plants. Add chopped lem- 
ons to the bait if srasshuppers are to be 
caught. Keep the chickens out of the gar- 
den while the poisoned bran lays on the 
ground. 

The aphids are probably the most com- 
mon garden pest. These sucking inseets 
destroy cucum'er and melon vines and 
have been known to attack and injure to- 
matoes, potatoes, beets, lettuce, spinach 
and peas. Spray with soap emulsion. Be 
sure to get the emulsion on the under 
side of the ieaves where the aphids 
thrive. A good formula for taking care of 
these aphids is the following: Two tea- 
spoonfuls of nicotine sulphate. a one-inch 
cube of laundry soap and a gation of water. 
Mix thoroughly. 

Squash bugs may not be controlled by 
sprays, and must be hand-picked. Watch 
for their nymphs. The bugs usually gath- 
er in trash or ander boards.

Thereafter a 
light solution of lye, about 2 per cent., is 
put on and allowed to remain from six to 
nine hours. The lye is then drained off and 
the olives allowed to stand for twenty-four 
hours after which time water is added in or- 
der that they may be thoroughly stirred. 
Then a second lye solution is added, and 
the fruit allowed to remain in it an -addi- 
tional period of six to nine hours, after 
which the olives are soaked in fresh water 
for six or seven days, being stirred constant- 
ly by the air process. They finally pass into 
a brine solution, where they stand for a 
week or ten days. 

After the olives are taken from the pick- 
ling vats they go over sorting belts where 
women pick ont the inferior stock and sort 
the rest according to color and size.

When the parts are exposed, all ofl, grease 
and dirt should be thoroughly cleaned off 
the parts and each bearing and of] chamber 
washed out with kerosene. Replace worn 
parts with new ones. A good set of tools 
are a requisite in tractor operation, even if 
the major repair operations are done by out- 
side workers. Among the needed articles 
besides the tools are, assorted cotter pins, 
and lock washers, a magneto point file, a 
dozen or two®one-quarter by one inch bolts 
and nuts, emery cloth, a tube of Prussian 
biue, a large roll of tape and a box of valve 
grinding compound. 

TRACTOR TROUBLE CHART.

REDLANDS APRICOT CROP. 

REDLANDS.—The apricot crop of this 
section this year was worth about $100,000 
to the district. It consisted of over 1600 
tons of fruit for which a price of from $40 
to $50 a ton was paid the grower. Of the 
1600 tons about 500 tons were dried at the 
Yount and the Finney dryers. Yount sold 
his seventy-five tons of dried fruit for about 
$26,000, all being purchased by a San Fran- 
cisco firm. During the three weeks’ rush 
season he was employing more than 100 
persons each day and his daily wages bill

Ignition—Spark too early. ‘ 

Motor—Red-hot carbon deposit in cylin- 
der; loose bearings; tight piston: due to 
lack of oil or lack of cooling water; hot 
bearings; loose fly-wheel; very loose piston 
(piston slip.) 

Backfiring: 

Ignition—Spark too late; (if motor back- 
fires and stops, spark may be too far ad- 
vanced;) short circuit on primary wire;

ran Close to $250. The Finney dryer used 
about forty persons in cutting at the height 
of the season. In the neighborhood of 800 
tons of the choicest fruit was sold to the 
canneries for canning and the remainder of 
the crop was taken by the canneries for 
making into apricot pulp. This was al? 
canned in gallon tins and will be shipped 
abroad there to be made into apricot jam 
and marmalade. An average of $8 a crate 
of six cans was paid to the canneries for 
this. The Kubias Company canned about 
350 tons into choice peeled apricots and 
pulp. The Redlands Fruit Products Com- 
pany handled about 200 tons, and the two 
of them put out 160,000 of the number ten 
or gallon cans of fruit. These sold in the 
market for about $200,000. The apricot pits 
this year, there being about eighty tons in 
the district, were sold for $50 a ton. 


SOFT PORK INVESTIGATION. 

The problem of soft pork is one of the 
most important now confronting the hog 
growers of the United States. That a 
more definite knowledge of this question 


ated $20,000 to be used by the United States 
Department of Agriculture for a study of 
this question. It, is the intention of the 
department to make a study regarding the 
effect of feeding both peanuts and soy 
beans to hogs. Possibility of hardening 
hogs fed on these feeds will be looked into 
to determine the maximum amount that 
may be fed in conjunction with other feeds 
and still produce hard pork. The depart- 
ment hopes by close study, covering a large 
number of hogs and several years’ time, to 
determine some facts and solve some prob- 
lems that are now facing the American 
farmer, because of the reduced price paid 
at the central markets for hogs supposed tv 
be soft.

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WONDERS ON AMERICAN FARMS. 


BY ARTHUR L. DAHL. 


TRING long periods of peace, when 
D normal living conditions prevail, and 

food is plentiful in our big cities, a 
great many people are apt to forget how 
dependent they are upon the farmers. When 
hunger lays siege to the most powerful com- 
mercial centers, all the vast machinery of 
trade and manufacture is of little use to 
atill the hunger that can only be appeased 
by products of the soil, which come from 
our rural districts, The great war proved 
this, for food played as important a part as 


munitions, and the contributions of our 


farmers were the great weights that turned 
the tide of victory our way. And the 
farmers of this country were able to feed 
the world, in spite of a serious labor short- 
age, only because they could use power 
machinery to take the place of the men 
who left the fields of production for the 
felds of battle. 
There is always, under normal conditions, 
a shortage of farm labor at certain seasons 
a the year, particularly at harvest time, 
and during these peak periods of labor de- 
mand, the farmers have learned to rely on 
tractors and improved machinery to carry 
on their work. We are so used to rapid 
development in the mechanical world that 
we pass as a matter of course the great 
transition from the man with the hoe to 
the man with the auto. The farmer of to- 
day has to work hard to succeed, but not 
in the way he did a decade or two ago. 
Now he must use his head as much as his 
muscle, and he must study mec as 
well as the diagnosis of horse and hog 
troubles. Animals will probably never be 
wholly displaced on the farm, but each year 
shows less and less dependence placed upon 
horses for doing the heavy work of the 
farm, and the feed loft has been partitioned 
off to provide a storage tank for gasoline or 
distillate. 


Bo rapid has been the development of 
farm machinery that at the present time, 
with the mechanical means at the disposal 
of the farmer, if he limited his desires and 
ambitions to those of his forefathers, name- 
ly, to secure the bare necessities of life for 
himself and his family, he would have prac 
tically nothing to do. With a modern trac 
tor to take the place of horses as the mo- 
tive power, and with plows, harrows and 
seeders hitched tandem, the field can be 
traversed and in one operation the soil is 
plowed and harrowed, leveled and seeded 
with a celerity undreamed of not many 
years ago. In the old days, man and beast 
toiled from sunup to sundown merely 
plow the land, the same ground had to be 
traversed several times to prepare it for 
the seed, and the methods of planting were 
both toilsome and unscientific. Under mod 
ern conditions, a crew of two or three men 
ean plow and prepare for crops from twenty 
five to thirty-five acres a day, and with 
little fatigue. 

Machines have been devised for almost 
any and all purposes connected with farm- 
ing. The potatoes are dug by machinery, 
the feed chopped and stored in silos, the 
tools kept sharpened, the water pumped, 
the produce hauled to market—all by power 
machinery. Even the farmer's wife has had 
ber labors lightened by the gasoline engine. 
or the tractor motor belted to her washing 
machine or the churn. If she has to make 
the family clothes her sewing machine can 
be belted to the same source of power. 

The evolution of the plow, man’s first 
primitive means of cultivation, has been re- 
markable. From the pointed stick held in 
the ground while being pulled by the meek 
ox, the next step wa: to a band of sharp- 
ened iron fastened to the wood. This was 
considered a great advance, and by later 
steps man devised and used a wholly-iron 
curved plow that greatly simplified his 
work, But in the olden days every cross. 
road blacksmith shop was a plow factory, 
and there were as many styles of plows as 
there were makers of them. Today, the 
modern disc plow is a series of sharpéned 
discs made from the finest steel, that turn 
up the soll with, such regularity and so 
thoroughly that the work of harrowing and 
leveling is reduced to a minimum. With a 
powerful tractor to pull a battery of these 
plows, it is possible to plow in a day more 
ground than a farmer, with @ team, could 
plow in a month. 

Due to modern conditions, many enter- 
prising young men are making good livings, 
end developing e profitable business by pur- 
chasing a tractor outfit and doing contract 
work in the rural districts. There are many 
farmers who have never felt that they 
could afford to purchase a tractor for their 
own use, and yet who realize the value of 
one in the various stages of crop develop- 
ment. These farmers are only too glad to 


the tractor owner will take the 
job of mov heavy machinery, houses, or 
other ma or the sawing of wood, 
Pumping water, or a dozen other kinds of 
work waiting to be done in any community. 


DON’T EXPERIMENT 
WITH YOUR TRACTOR. 


It is unwise for a farmer to undertake to 
operate a tractor without an insight into 
the workings of the machine, and instruc- 
tiong regarding its operation, given by a 
competent man. Experimenting with a 
tractor without having previous experience 
in its operation and care has cost many 
a tiller of the soil much of the profits of 
the season. Many dealers offer a short 
course of instruction to tractor buyers, any 
purchasers of machines should avail them- 
selves of this opportunity to familiarize 
themselves with tractor operation, when- 
ever possible. Many farmers go into the 
tractor service and distribution agency 
shops and help “shoot trouble” for a week 
or so before they attempt to run their own 
machine. Difficulty in operation has been 
mentioned as the rrincipal objection to 
tractors, quoting a census of Illinois tractor 
= made by the Department of Agri- 
culture 

But the fact that the tractor does demand 
a certain amount of mechanical knowledge 
on the part of the operator can scarcely be 
considered a disadvantage. A person of

It bas been found better to hire a trac. 
tor operator than to attempt to climb the 
seat of a tractor and run it down the field 
without having been given careful ins‘ruc- 
tion In driving. It is not wise to hire a 
man to run the tractor, however, unless the 
farmer knows of his own knowledge that 
the man has had ‘sufficient experience, 
enough, in fact, so that he can detect 
trouble the moment it arises.

When a tractor has been run for some time 
it is Hable to develope deficient compres- 
sion, especially when lubrication, air-filter- 
ing appliances and water-cooling systems 
have not been given proper attention, or 
when a poor grade of oil is used.
